DIFFICULTIES, PROSPECTS OF DETENTE DESCRIBED

[Excerpts] Today we are experiencing a period of obvious strain in the international 
s‘tuation, caused by the actions of imperialist circles, primarily the United States, 
which is applying great efforts so that the development of a peaceful policy will 

return to the worn-out rut of the “cold war", which has become more dangerous today. 


The exceptional danger in a return to the “cold war" is quite obvious, especially 
woen one notes such a factor as the immeasurably elevated level of armaments of 
the opposing sides and the increasing probability of the accidental outbreak of a 
nuclear war, to which the “new nuclear strategy” of the United States will 
especially lead. 


Two Poles in World Politics 


In conditions of strain in the international situation, when imperialism has 
obviously assigned itself the goal of testing the will of nations for peace and 
their resolution to follow the path of detente and good neighborliness the question 
comes up: Is such a development in world politics unexpected for those who have 
struggled and continue to struggle in order to realize an objective necessity-- 
detente and the restructuring of international relations on general democratic 
principles of peaceful coexistence? Naturally, no. V. I. Lenin, in particular, 
repeatedly stressed that history follows a zig-zag course and it is necessary for 
the socialist state. when conducting foreign policy, to reckon with the most 
intricate and capricious turns, rises and falls and, possible, even temporary reverses. 


Affirmation of the principles of peaceful coexistence in relations between nations 
belonging to different socio-economic systems, which maintain opposed political 
and ideological orientations was never seen as a process which develops in a 
straight line. It bears a complex and at times a quite contradictory nature. At 
a time when the influence and the attractive force of socialism grows, capitalism 
seeks by any possible methods to defend and to restore its position, seeking to 
compensate for the loss of its ideological influence and its defeats in the socio- 
political arena by increasing and using its military might and by conducting an 
aggressive and expansionist foreign policy. This leads to an aggravation in the 
international situation and to the outbreak of dangerous conflicts, which 
threaten universal peace. 














in epite of the shifts in intornational life towards all-round cooperation of 
atates with different social systems, the development of detente was not without 
its conflicts and did not look like the creation of a climate of international 
political idyll. Detente was shaped trom the sum of interaction «f two opposed 
foreign policy coursese--the socialist and the bourgeoisie. The latter, in 
particular, is being developed and carried out in the interests of defending the 
capitalistic system and its positions which are threatened by revolutionary and 
national liberation movements. 


Bourgeois® politicians often think of detente as a freezing and guarantee of the 
socio-political status quo in the world and any peoples' liberation movement is 
ascribed to the actions of external forces, “interference” by the Soviet Union, 
proclaimed as "a violation of the rules of detente” and used as a pretext for 
forcing military tension, saber rattling and the conduct of power politics. This 

is precisely how the American government is operating today, having taken a course 
to aggravate the international situation, havin, undermined detente. The impression 
is being created that those who determine foreign policy for the United States 

today clearly do not see or do not want to see the shift in the world arena and 

the new correlation of forces in the world. 


The reasons for the current aggravation of the international situation are rooted 
in the policies of those reactionary imperialistic circles in the United States 
who have seen that detente has lead to a weakening of their influence and their 
world position. 


Not Peace From 4 Position of Strenghth, But a Recognition of International Realities 


Detente is especially opposed by those who would like to preserve the imperialistic 
influence and supremacy in the countries of the so-called third world and to 

continue to exploit their natural and human resources, claiming in this that the 
preservation of such order represents, allegedly, the “vital interest" of the 
imperialistic nations. It is characteristic that the current discussions by 
representatives of the government of the United States on the "vital interests" 

of the country reproduce practically word for word the corresponding declarations 

of the most right-leaning American groups, which claim to be fierce enemies of detente. 


lt must be remembered that even in the better days of detente, the reactionary 
forces of the West applied enormous efforts to stop it spread into the military 
field and with all the means at their disposal, to whip up the arms race. Each 
step in its lim.cation came with great difficulty and caused violent resistance by 
the military industrial complex, its supporters and allies in political circles. 
It is precisely those measures taken by their forces in the military field which 
have struck the heaviest blows against detente. Although the leaders of the NATO 
countries have in word recognized the need for parity in the military sphere, in 
deed they have tried and continue to try to achieve military superiority over 

the socialist countries, in order to conduct a policy of blackmail and diktat. 


At the same time there are forces in the ruling circles of the West which support 
a continuation of detente and understand that there is no alternative to it in the 
current »istorical situation. Speculations about the possibility of some sort of 
new path. something in the nature of a “cold peace” in no way inspire many sober- 

















minded western public figures, who recognize the danger of the nuclear era and the 
total risk of “balancing on the edge of war" for which the supporters of a “hard 
line” in relation to the socialistic countries are again calling. The recently 
tounded American Committee for Harmony Between East and West, to which prominent 
political figures, businessmen and scholars belong, including the former chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, W. Fulbright, the famous American 
scholar J. Galbraith, the chairman of the board of directors of the firm "Pepsico, 
tnc.'', D. Kendall and the former U.S. Ambassador to the Soviet Union, G. Kennan, 
calls for a continuation of detente. 


Speaking in June 1980 at Harvard University, former U.S. Secretary of State, C. Vance, 
who resigned as a sign of disagreement with the foreign policy course of the Carter 
administration, sharply criticized the gamble taken by Washington in interference 

in the internal affairs of other nations and attempts to foist its will on them. 
Vance stated that the United States must not resort to a policy of "military 
solutions” to arising international problems. Reliance on military power and 
attempts to replace diplomacy with it detract from constructive quests and is 

stup dity, he said. It is time to relinquish the idea that the social changes 

in other countries may be stopped and that war may be an effective instrument of 
foreign policy. 


This is a realistic approach. 
Peaceful Coexistence Does Not Eliminate the Basic Contradiction of the Era 


Peaceful coexistence does not mean elimination of the basic contradictions of the 
modern era--contradictions between socialism and capitalism and their class struggle, 
does not eliminate social and ideological differences or their basic nature and 

does not eliminate the inevitability of social changes in the modern world. 


Lenin's theory of international relations sharply differentiates two spheres in 
these relations--between social systems and between countries with different 
social structure. Peaceful coexistance encompasses the sphere of interstate 
relations and natura.l,, does not spread into the sphere of relations of social 
progress in the era of the shift from capitalism to socialism. 


Marxists decisively condemn the present aggressive actions of imperialism since 
such actions are incompatible with peaceful coexistence, in which the superiority 
of a particular system is tested and determined not by crossing weapons and not 

by the rates of preparation for armed seizure, but by competition in the economic, 
political, social and moral fields, in satisfaction of the fervent and aspiring 
national masses, in an improvement of thei: lives, in the establishment of social 
justice and in the genuine guarantee of all the rights and liberties of man. 


Preservation of peace is vitally necessary for all mankind. It is needed for the 
construction of a new society, socialism and communism. "We do not hide the fact-- 
stated L.I. Brezhnev at the 25th CPSU Congress--that we see in detente a way for 
the creation of more favorable conditions for world socialist and communist 
construction. This only confirms that socialism and peace are inseparable." 


The struggle tor peace and the struggle for social progress are related. The 
peace-loving foreign policy of socialism and the positive shifts in international 








relations which occur 48 @ result of it have a colossal impact on the dynamics 

of social progress in the world of capital and in the developing nations. At the 
same time, exacerbation of the class struggle in capitalistic countries and the 
expansion of national liberation movements have their own objective logic, which 

is determined by the law of the development of capitalism and by social class 
antagonisms inherent to the capitalistic system. The people of each country have 
the right to struggle for their own national and social liberation, to decide their 
own fate and to determine their own socio-political and economic system. 


It is apparent that chis right envisions the capability of any country to turn for 
assistance against imperialist interference and for protection of their own 
independence and their freedom to follow the selected path. This right, recognized 
by the UN Charter, presupposes the possibility for other countries to render such 
assistance. The Soviet Union, loyal to its international duty and in full accordance 
with international law, has invariably rendered and continues to render support 

to peoples who are fighting for their independence from infringement from without, 
who are striving to escape from imperialistic dominion and to take a path for free 
development and social progress. 


There is also a "feedback" between social progress and the struggle for international 
detente. Peaceful coexistence is not the result of the uncontrolled and spontaneous 
development of events o. a change in the essence of imperialism. World peace 

and peaceful coexistence were born in the course of the October Revolution and as e@ 
result of its development, those social forces have arisen and strengthened which 
created conditions for implementing this policy. Socialism, the international 
working class and the national liberation movement have appeared as a decisive 
factor in the fundamental change in the correlation of forces in the world arena 

and the fundamental restructuring of the entire system of international relations, 
which has begun as a result of this. They stand in the center of the great battle 
of the contemporary age, the battle for peace.

CONFERENCE NOTES DANGERS OF PRC DEVELOPMENT POLICIES

[I. Korkunov report: "Socioeconomic Development of Contemporary China") 


[Text] A scientific-theoretical conference was held 24-25 April 1980 in the USSR 
Academy of Sciences Institute of the Far East on the subject "The Nature and Singu- 
larities of the PRC's Economic and Social Development at the Current Stage." The 
opening remarks to the conferees were addressed by 0. Rakhmanin, first deputy chief 
of a CPSU Central Committee department, and Academician A. Rumyantsev. 


The following papers were discussed at plenary sessions of the conference: "An 
Evaluation of China's Socioeconomic Development" (M. Sladkovskiy, corresponding mem- 
ber of the USSR Academy of Sciences), "Certain Questions of the Development of the 
PRC Economy at the Present Time" (V. Akimov), "Singularities of the Action of the 
Objective Laws of Socialism in the PRC" (Ye. Konovalov), "Questions of the Methodol- 
ogy of an Investigation of the Economic Basis in the PRC" (1. Naumov), "The Economic 
Role of the State and the ‘Four Modernizations’ Program" (I. Korkunov), "The Ques- 
tion of the Social Orientation of the ‘Pour Modernizations’ Program" (E. Pivova- 
rova), "Certain Problems of Economic Building in the PRC" (A. Morozov) and "Dis- 
cussion of Economic Problems in the PRC Press" (V. Milonov). 


Later the work of the conference proceeded in two sections: "The Nature of the 
Economic Basis, the Social-Cless Structure and the Economic Policy of the PRC" and 
"Principal Problems of the PRC Economy at the Current Stage," at which more than 
20 persons delivered papers and reports. 


The conferees examined a wide range of present-day China's socioeconomic problems 
and made a Marxist-Leni:r ist scientific evaluation of the Chinese leadership's pres- 
eac economic policy and possible directions of the country's further development. 


M. Sladkovskiy's paper emphasized that the destruction by the PRC's Maoist leader- 
ship of the popular-democratic superstructure and the use of socialized producer 
goods for antisocialisc, militorist purposes have engendered a profound socioeco- 
nomic crisis in the country. The nature of China's further socioeconomic develop- 
ment will depend to a tremendous extent on the political course to be established 
in the country. The military-politicai rapprochement with the United States and 
other capitalist countries has "opened the doors" to big foreign capital in the 
Chinese economy. Under the conditions of the deteriorating domestic poiitical 
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instability and the activization of capitaliat and petit bourgeois elements in the 
country this is fraught with the danger of the all-state sector of the economy 
(essentially "statified") becoming a state capitalist sector in the form of bureau- 
cratic capital of che time of Kuomintang rule. The facts indicate that the progres- 
sive Chinese public is alarmed by the prospect of che PRC's complete degeneration 
into a bourgeois-nationalist state. 


These propositions were developed and corroborated in the papers of wther conferees. 
The Soviet scholars pointed out that the main factor which led to economic stagna- 
tion and a slump in the “two lost decades" was the country's militarization in the 
name of realization of the policy of great-Han hegemonism. This factor is not only 
preserved today but is strengthening. 


In putting forward the “four modernizations” prograr. tiie PRC leadership is reducing 
social development merely to the growth of the production forces and the creation 
of a military-industrial complex, circumventing questions of production relations 
and the superstructure, which was destroyed in the “cultural revolution." The 
practice of the last 2 years has revealed the untenability of the scheduled rate 
and volume of industrial production, a result of which has been the need to revise 
the program. It was noted that, recognizing the inefficiency of the existing forms 
of management of the economy, the PRC leadership is attempting tv wake more active 
use of economic levers--specialization and cooperation, the division of labor, the 
profit and material interest mechanism and the training of scientific-technical 
personnel. However, all these innovations, which are outwardly similar to previous 
(of the first decade of the PRC) forms of the management and organization of produc- 
tion, are being implemented within the framework of the Maoist, militarist course 
and the adaptation of the economy to the tasks of great-Han hegemonist policy. 


The question was raised at the conference of the appearance recently of a number of 
fundamentally new features in domestic economic policy testifying to an ever in- 
creasing threat to the socialist elements in the economic basis of Chinese society 
at the new, dangerous stage of its erosion. The growth rate of the industrial sec- 
tors not connected with military production is falling constantly, and agricultural 
production is incapable of catering for the rapidly growing population's need for 
food and industry's need for raw material. The military-bureaucratic regime has 
made fundamental changes in the nature and goals of production and also in the re- 
lations of exchange, distribution and consumption--important constituents of the 
economic basis. The Chinese leaders’ disregard over a long period of time for the 
requirement. of the basic economic law of socialism has led in practice to the work- 
ing people's masses alienation from the results of their labor. The foundations of 
socialist production relations laid in the first decade have been undermined. 


The conferees paid serious attention to the fect that a process of the revival of 
a multiple production mode economy and the activization of a petit bourgeois, priv- 
ate ownership element has been under way recently under the pretext of the creation 
of an “economic system" allegedly corresponding to China's specific conditions and 
a quest for new ways to “resuscitate” the economy. Under the conditions of the 
working class's removal from power, the friability of the social structure of the 
society, the PRC's divorce from the socialist community and the orientation of policy 
toward the capitalist countries the threat of the final loss of the Chinese working 
people’. most important socioeconomic gains is intensifying. The galvanization of 
certain airieties of private enterprise, tne creation of "family-type" sales-indus- 
trial! enterprises and so forth testifies to this trend. The fragmentation of 
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cooperative ownership as a consequence of the transition to a system of assigning 
labor and economic functions to "work sections" and individual homesteads even also 
points to this. Representatives of the national bourgeoisie, to whom confiscated 
bank deposits and property have been returned, are being enlisted in economic 
activity. 


To secure funds to pay off the debt on foreign credit the Chinese lealership has 
agreed to the creation of mixed enterprises based on foreign and Chinese capital. 

In China's coastal provinces (Guangdong, Shandong and Fujian) it is planned to cre- 
ate so-called "free trade zones" in which foreign businessmen will be permitted to 
sell their products. The attempts co utilize the financial, economic and technolo- 
gical assistance of the capitalist countries are creating a real danger of China be- 
coming seriously dependent on these countries and of it being drown into imperial- 
ism's economic and political sphere. The Chinese working people are finding them- 
selves uncer a dual press of exploitation here--of theif own mi. itary-bureaucratic 
regime and world capitalism. 


The papers in the sections devoted considerable space to an analysis of the var ous 
spheres of the Chinese economy and the PRC's social problems and to an illustration 
of such topical questions as changes in the structure of national income, the system 
of leadership and management of the economy, the rate and proportions of the de- 
velopment of the PRC ecor..ay in recent years, the status of individual sectors 
thereof (industry, transport, agriculture and others), the development of science 
and technology and the position of the working class and peasantry. There was ex- 
tensive discussion of the problems connected with the economy's agrarian sector and 
agricultural economic policy. The papers pointed out that, as before, the Beijing 
leadership has no comprehensive, scientifically substantiated program of economic 
development which might contribute to a cardinal solution of socioeconomic problems. 


It was noted that the failure of the "four modernizations" program and the "regula- 
ting’ policy planned for the next few years were a consequence of the crisis situa- 
tion in the PRC economy. But the actual abandonment of this program has not basic- 
ally affected the plans for a buildup of military potential. In 1979 direct military 
spending increased by 3.5 billion yuan compared with the previous year. 


The conferees concluded that the present trends of the PRC leadership's economic 
policy and its orientation toward relations with capitalist countries are not solv- 
ing the main problem of the Chinese economy--increasing the Chinese working people's 
living standard and providing for its rational employment on the basis of the de- 
veloping and strengthening of the material-technical base of production and the 
development of a diversified agriculture and other spheres of the economy. The cur- 
rent policy is contrary to the Chinese people's vital interests and serves imperial- 
ism and the Chinese emigre bourgeoisie, and such a policy is incapable of solving 
the acute socioeconomic problems confronting the country. Ultimately China's rap- 
prochement with countries of the capitalist world will undoubtedly encounter the 
resistance of the progressive public and all anti-imperialist forces in the country. 


The conferees empliasized that only on the paths of scientific socialism, cooperation 
with the socialist community and abandonment of the Maoist policy of militarization 
can China achieve the country's real modernization and build a new society.

HUNGARIAN EXAMPLE: ENCOURAGE, INTEGRATE PRIVATE PLOTS INTO NATIONAL FARMING SYSTEM

[Excerpts] The Budayskiye Mountains bring the vineyards dow 
to Budapest naturally and easily. The presence of vines ai 
mountains in this beautiful city links it in our eyes to 
isi, wich is what I want to write about. I should also Ce 
to write about our spiritual kinship with the Hungarians wa. Le 
descendants of Mikhay Zichi, the heirs of Koshut, the Georgiars 
here, the farmers working ir Hungary, friends studying in Tbil- 
isi...im a word, about everytii{ng which has been written about 

a thousand times and which ca. for the thousand and first time 
again fill our hearts with grateful joy. But we came to Buda- 
pest at the invitation of the Hungarian Chamber of Commerce to 
the Georgian Chamber of Commerce, and the iron hand of the eco- 
nomy stopped us at the beginning of spacious journalistic paths. 
We left them and embarked on the expanses of domestic and for- 
eien trade, heretofore unknown to us, as regards Hungary's mach- 
ine building, farming and services sphere. We were given five 
days for all this. "Quite sufficient to write a book. Write!" 
counseled one of our hospitable hosts, half it. jest. But we 
decided not to, and instead to talk about several business-like 
people we met clong the way, to sketch, if only iv outline, 
portraits of them which would reflect some charactwristic fea- 
tures of their work.

A remarkable-looking man, the picture of an energetic, intellige. t farmer, yet there 
is nothing outstanding about him: the Hungarian Ministry of Acri_ulture and Foou In- 
dustry told us "Mir" cooperative is an average farm and D'yerd' .horvat is a typical 
figure in the country's farming; there are rany representatives such as he, but it 
goes without saying that concrete reality makes its own adjustments to this typical- 


D'yerd' Khorvat looks like he comes from an intelligentsia family, his delicate, nerv- 
ous face is lit by flashes of self-irony, but when he is asked about the farm's pro- 
fits, cunning peasant fires blaze in his eyes. "I'm not taken with boasting about 

our prosperity. People think you should complain a little about life, that that is 
more convincing than bragging. One person is always crying about how badly things 














are going, nothing but losses. ‘What do you live on?’ you ask him. ‘Losses,’ he 
anewere.’ 


Khorsat gives an infectious laugh, but suddenly turne serious and says severely, as 
if reprimanding someone, “There are real requisites within whose framework no co- 
operative will take up unprofitable production, ourselves included. The unprofit- 
able production of agricultural output ie too great, too inacessible a luxury under 
our conditions.... 


Even today, one still heare in Hungarian peasant speech the old way of appraising 
land: a gold crown for 4 plowed field. Land can only be bought with gold. Golden 
land. There is euch land here, in the Dunay lowlands, where the "Mir" cooperative's 
land is, in the Chernogem. And although the summers are short and there is little 
moisture, high yields are harvested. Poor work earns no end of contempt. That means 
the first requisite is a moral one. And the second? 


“The second is the gain one: run things so that the worker's primary interest is in 
the public fara.” 


“And you have succeeded in doing this?" 


"We have. Otherwise, we could not exist as high-income agricultural production...." 


"Mir" cooperative hae 5,500 ha of land, 400 ha of which is withdrawn from circulation 
and has been transferred to household plote. However, it is not withdrawn automatic- 
ally. The allotment and its size depend on the degree of worker participation in 
the public farm. Plot and participation, words with one root. You want land? Work 
230 work-daye a vear in the cooperati. . You have? The cooperative board will al- 
locate you an additional plot in May of the following year. But even that does not 
end your fine dependence on the public farm. The cooperative supplies you with sow- 
ing saterial, fertilizers, herbicides and equipment, and machine operators come out 
to use it. The payment for all this assistance? Your main payment is your labor 

on the public farm. Your labor generates in the collective farm an obligation to 
help you run your household plot. And what do you do with the harvest from it? 
Whatever you want. Either take it home or sell it...to whomever you wish, to the 
cooperative or at free-market prices. But the whole secret is that these notorious 
market prices are not considerably higher than state prices, and if you are judici- 
ous and can count, you will understand that it is sore advantageous to sell the har- 
vest to the cooperative than to take it to the bazaar yourself.... 


That ie state policy, and D'verd’ Khorvat's farm is an excellent illustration of it. 


in Hungary, the peasant farm, the household plot, is included in the nationwide agro- 
production system, ae an integral part of it, and is viewed as a regular and inex- 
haustible source of additional foodstuff for the country. Here is what we were told 
on this score by Comrade Imre Kovach, Hungarian Deputy Minister of Agriculture and 
Food Industry. 


“Only eix percent of the country’s arable land is in private use. An additional five 
percent is distributed to the cooperatives for household plots. This land provides 
approximately one-third of all the output produced by Hungarian agriculture. In 

this regard, we do not consider that private production, so to sp..k, as it is in 

















fact run with the material anu moral assistance of the etate and public farme, which 
is the sole requisite to its success. Stockraising is an inetructive example in this 
regard. You obviously know that we produce five times more meat per capita than the 
world average, #0 the so-called subsidiary farme play not the least important role in 
this. They provide us with half a million tone of pork, half our total production, 
Thies total would be impow ible without our aseletance. We supply cooperative members 
with young livestock, feed, veterinary assiatance, pastures and grazing land. A far- 
flung specialized trade network of five thousand stores hae bee. created in the coun- 
try to sell the population livestock feed. Given this partnership and the atmosphere 
of state benevolence and support, each citizen engaged in agricultural production is 
more fully aware of the socioeconomic tmportance of his labor. 


That is a concept, a well put together system of views on ine nature of economic co- 
operation between the state and the individual. 


But let's return to D'yerd’ Khorvat's farm. The 500 members of the cooperative have 
agreements with the board on raising livestock on household plots. Each cooperative 
member can keep on his household plot cows, four sows and their offspring, 30 meat 
hogs, and an unlimited number of poultry. Fac! year, the cooperative sells the state 
more than 12,000 tons of pork, 5,100 tone of which is supplied by the household plote. 
The cooperative supports them in every way possible. For instance, it allocates 
three quintais of feed per head. 


... This experiment is not restricted to Hungary. The contract method is widely used 
in the nations of the socialist community, with consideration of local conditions 
and features. A group of Georgian agricultural workers has twice visited Hungary to 
study this method. It has taken root rather well in a number of rayons here. As I 
write these lines, one more group of agricultural specialists from our republic is 
about to leave for Hungary, where people are waiting to familiarize them with new 
results. The experience of our friends will become 4 material fo ce for us if we can 
put it on a solid economic base, show people its advantages and support its backers 
in word and deed. 


...D'yerd' Khorvat takes us around his own enterprise, which is what you must call 
these mechanized storage complexes made of corrugated aluminum, with their eorting 
and other machines.... As we walk, he informs ue that the average age of wo. ters 
on this farm is under 40, that there is no end of people wanting to join the coup- 
erative, and that it has observed with tremendous satisfaction a sigration into the 
countryside, a trend generally typical of Hungary today. And when we meet Khorvat's 
younger brother, Yanosh, on the road an?’ he says with unconcealed love something 
about the chairman's concern for his work, but not for his brother, we are fully 
aware of the serious side of that remark. And it is obvious: one who cannot be 
conscientious about his work, who does not love it or do it well, is not capable of 
kindness and love for people.

[Review by A.M. Yusupovekiy of the book "Nateii {i natetonal'nyye otnosheniya v 
razvitom sotetalisticheskom obshchestve" (Nations and Nationality Relations in a 
Developed Socialist Society) by 1.P. Teameryan, Nauka, Moscow, 1979, 192 pages) 


{[Text] The book contains an introduction, five chapters and a conclusion. 


In the firet chapter, which deals with the formation of a new type of nation and a 
new kind of national relations in the process of building socialism, a study is made 
of the fundamental questions in the two-fold task of socialism inherent in the 
national question: The resolution of the national question and the formation of 
socialist nations. The economic and social foundations of socialist nations are 
brought out. 


in the second chapter the dialectics of the blossoming and rapprochement of social- 
ist nations and nationalities are examined. The recognition of the priority of 
social over national criteria excludes the possibility of viewing the concept of 
“nationality” ae an ethnic feature of a commonality, (It would be inappropriate, 
for exemple, to view the Wrainians of Canada and the Ukrainians of the USSR as a 
single historical commonalty, “ethnicos” or nationality). The author objects to 
the widespread view in scholarly literature of a national as a unity of the social 
and the ethnic, as a “socio-ethnic commonality,” an “ethno-social organises.” It 

is indicated in the work that V.i. Lenin's thesis on two nations within a capitalist 
nation “can not be treated in a limited aanner, as though it refers only to the so- 
cial side of a nation in isolation from the ethnic side...; the ethnic characteristics 
and features of this nation (capitalist-—-A Yu, have a specific social content as 
well” (p 59). “It is inconceivable to juxtapose the ethnic to the social or to 
break a nation down into two sharply contrasting parts: The ethnic and the sociel" 
(p 60). 


Socialiem gives rise not only to a new historical type of nation, nationality and 
national relationships, but also to qualitatively new tendencies and laws governing 
their development. 


The blossoming of 4 nation in an antagonistic society is not possible, if only be- 
cause by the very nature of capitaliem an even distribution of social, political, 
cultural and other benefits among 41) the members of the nation is impossible. 
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Un the other hand, the rapprochement co. \atiome osce: apdte.iem of necessity pre- 
supposes the elimination of national oppresetlor aod inequality among nations. 


The author considers it unwarranted co :*cuce tie b.oewoming of socialist nations 

to the developwent of wha: is unique, « Spec f eolly national and reduce rapproche- 
ment to the development of what is iotersstional an¢ general; be considers attempte 
to highlight the predominance of any given tendency to be unwarrantea, “The term 
sed is in principle inapplicable to the development of socialist nations” 
p 


The author's positions on the question of the law for the development of nations 
under socialiem (some authors are inclined to regard it as « law for the development 
of socialiem in national relations and other speak about a law for the development 
of nations under socialism) is based on the fact that “the law (or basic tendency) 
for the development of nations and national relationships is in addition the law 
(basic tendency) of society (capitalism or socialism)" (p 60). 


Ae far as the question of the actual equality of nations is concerned, the author 
feels that equality in socialist society har in actuality already been achieved, but 
that this does not exclude the need for furcher equalization of the levele of econo 
mic and cultural development among nations. However, the author feel that the 
confusion of the concepts “actual equality of nations” and “equalization of the 
levels of development among nai ions," which is still permissible in scholarly lit- 
erature, is unjustified. 


The third chapter is devoted to questions concerning the coming into being and de- 
velopeent of a new historical commonalty--the Soviet people. 


The Soviet people do not form a simple aggregate of the USSK's population but rather 
are a “socio-political and international organierm" (p 93). The most important 
determining component of this commonalty is the social class commonalty, “the trane- 
formation of this commonalty into an international one is the natural result of the 
formation of the national structure of the developed socialist society" (p 99). 


The structuring of a new historical commonalty is objectively regular in character. 
The recognition of the important role played by the subjective factor in this process 
does not mean that the formation of a Soviet people is nothing more than 4 matter 

ef the good will of the peoples that are united, nothing sore than a subjective 
process (pp 99-100). What is important is the fact that the commonalty arose 

apart from human consciousness (not in the sense of its spontaneity but in the sense 
that the process was generated by objective class interests). 


The formation of a new historical componalty does not mean the tra‘.eformation of it 
into a nation, just as it does not sean the abolition of the national characteristics 
of the nations and nationalities that comprise the commonalty. The Soviet peovle 
dialectically combines within itself the national and the international. The com- 
bination of these features and their dialectic unity are conditioned both by ob- 
jective principles and by the leading role of the CPSU, which is engaged in carry- 
ing out Leninist national policy. Further international unity results from a unifore 
national economic complex. An important role in the unification process is played 

by the increasingly multinational character of the Soviet republics, growing contrasts 
among nai onalities, crose-nationality marriages, etc. 
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Socialist internationaliem, which is an outgrowth of proletarian internat ionalien, 
does not as an ideology contradict national consciousness, but rather blends harmon- 
lously with it. The basic nucleus of national consciousness is patriotiem, which 
under socialiem is essentially a socialiat, class patriotism. In this lies the basis 
for the unity in the patriotism of the victorious proletariat and for ite international 
convictions. On this international class basis, on the psychological level the “pa- 
triotic feelings of the Soviet man and his love for the Motherland develop into the 
pan=-Soviet pride of the Soviet man" (p 126). 


in the fourth chapter questions of national statehood under socialiem are pursued. 

The multinational state is viewed as the main instrument in the building of communisn, 
and Soviet federaliem is viewed as the embodiment of the ideas and principles of pro- 
letarian internationaliem. The following basic principles of Soviet federalism are 
Singied out: The actual equality of nations, the voluntary and free nature of uni- 
fication, the sovereignty of all the united republics and democratic centraliem as 

a format for combining national and international interests. 





In examining the basic tasks and functions of the Soviet qultinational state, the 
author singles out the following: Guarantee of the nation's further economic and 
cultural development, rise in the standard of living of all Soviet people, achieve- 
ment oi collaboration of all nations and republics, combining statewide and national 
(republic) interests and education of the workers in the spirit of high political 
consciousness, Soviet patriotism, internationalism and the friendship of pevuples. 


The author expresses his negative attitude toward the concept, held by certain 
authors, of the denationalization of the Soviet state and criticizes the views that 
reduce the aims of national statehood to a resolution of the national question. 

The multinational nature of the state has not been created exclusively or primarily 
to resolve the national question as @uch as (and this is the main point) for the 
creation of a communist society (p 154). 


The last chapter is devoted to the future of nations. The fulfillment of the funda- 
mental tasks in the transition to communism will also be reflected in the area of 
national relations. A further rapprochement among nations will be achieved along 
with the preservation of national distinctions. All of the best national features 
will become the property of all nations, and the process of their reciprocal en- 
richment will become even more extensive and intensive; nationalities will develop 
to the level of nation, and in a number of case# a consolidation of several nation- 
alities into one nation will occur; the assimilation that takes place will occur on 
a strictly voluntary basis. "With the ratification of a world-wide communist economic 
system, a material basis for the convergence of nations will also arise” (p 181). 
Convergence is a world-wide and not a lccal process. 


In conclusion, certain basic features of the Soviet experience in the development of 
nations and national relations that are of international significance are formulated. 
The following such features are highlighted: The realization of the complete equal- 
ity of nations, the abolition of their actual inequality, mutual assistance among 
nations in the process of building socialism and communism, the formation of socialist 
nations, the creation of a single multinational state based on a socialist federation, 
the blossoming and rapprochement of socialist nations, the development of brotherly 
friendship among socialist countries amd che rendering of socialist assistance to 





oppressed peoples and nations’ ‘beration movements in their efforts to abolish back- 
wardness and achieve socia) ae.

b. Report of the Auditing Commission of the Lithuanian Communist Party--speaker 
chairman of the Auditing Commission of the Lithuanian Communist Party, K. Lyaudis. 


c. Elections of the Central Committee, the Auditing Commission of the Lithuanj- 
an Communist Party, and deputies to the 26th CPSU Congress.

[Abridgement of speech by P. Grishkyavichus, first secretary of the Lithuanian ‘om- 
munist Party Central Committee at the l6th plenum of the Central Committee on . 
August 1960, 


(Text) Each day brings us closer to a portentious « t=-=the 6th CPSU Congress. 
The party is moving toward its next congress as a single and monolithiceliy serried 
organization which has been strengthened even more ideologically and o*ganizational- 
ly. The years which have passed since the 25th Congress ini.cate convincingly how 
the authority and influence of the party in Soviet society and its leading and di- 
recting role have grown and how its ties witn the sasses have strengthened. 


Preparations for the congress are taking place at an important stage of communist 
construction, when the entire Soviet people are struggling actively for the success- 
ful conclusion of the ‘ive-year plen and the implementation of the great plans of 
the party. High political and labor enthusiasm were caused by the decisions of the 
June plenum of t>e CPSU Central Committee and the report at the plenum by the 
General Secretary of the CPS Central Committee, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. The atten- 
tion of all collectives is now directed toward a further rise in the effic‘onsy of 
production and the quality of work, the elimination of shortcomings which are en- 
countered, and the accomplishment of production plans and socialist obligations. 

The mobilizing influence of the communists and their vanguard role on all sectors of 
economic and cultural construction is manifested with special force in the selfless 
labor of the Soviet people. 


The higher the quality of the party's personnel and the more united and better or- 
ganized ali communists function, the higher the party's leading role. These ques- 
tions always were a subject of constant attention by the CPSU Central Committee and 
all party organizations. 


The growth in party ranks is an objective trend which follows from the entire course 
of social development under socialism and from the raising of the party's leading 
role and its authority. “The farther forward we advance,” said Comrade L. I. Brezh- 
nev at the 25th CPSU Congress, “the bigger the tasks which the party accomplishes and 
the greater the concern which we should manifest for the replenishment of its ranks 
with fresh forces through those who merited the recognition of the primary party or- 
ganization and the entire collective and who put their best foot forward in produc- 
tion and in public life.” 


Further creative development of the question of membership in the CPSU was the decree 
of the CPSU Central Committee, "On the work of the party organizations of Kirghisie 
on the acceptance in the party and indoctrination of CPSU candidate members." It 

has par -wide significance and formed the basis for the practical activity of all 
party or izations. 








Puri: + the period which has elapsed since the 25th CPSU Congress, the republic's 
party organization continued to grow and to become strengthened organizationally 

and politically. It was enriched with new experience and more improved forms and 
methods of work. During this time, the Lithuanian Communist Party was increased by 
more than 23,000 people and now numbers about 169,000 party members and candidate 
members. One out of every ten workers and one out of every thirteen adult residents 
of Lithuania are communists. The quantitative and qu ‘itative composition of the 
republic's party organization today permits it to e: .mpass all aspects of our life 
and all labor collectives with its influence and to accomplish the direction of com- 
munist construction ever more successfully. 


The network of primary party organizations is growing with the increase in the ranks 
of the Lithuanian Communist Party and its internal structure is improving. We now 
have 5,200 primary crganizations, 3,150 shop party organizations, and about 4,300 
arty groups in operation. In four years, the overall network of local party ele- 
ments increased almost one and one-half times. 


Today the main forces of the republic's party organizationare concentrated in the 
sphere of material production, Working here are 115,000 party members and candidate 
members or three fourths of the communists engaged ‘n the national economy. During 
the last four years, there was a considerable increase in the number of communists 
in the branches of industry which have determining significance for increasing the 
efficiency of the national economy and accelerating scientific-tecinical progress. 
The number of communists engaged in capital construction increased. 


The party ranks are continuing to grow in such a vitally important branch as agri- 
culture. The party stratumis also growing stronger inthe branches of the non-produc- 
tion sphere. The number of party members and candidate members is steadily growing 
among all strata of the intelligentsia. Today one out of every two ductors of 
science, one out of every three writers, one out of every four teachers, engineers, 
technicians, agronomists, and livestock experts, and one out of every six physicians 
is a communist. 


The process of the growth and consolidation of the republic's party organization, 
Just as of our entire party, is many-faceted. It is attained by purposeful organi- 
zational and ideological activity of all party organizations. 


As stressed at the ¢Sth CPSU Congress, the party does not force its numerical com- 
position. It accepts into its ranks only those who have in fact proven that they 

are Joining the party in the name of selfless work for the good of communism and 

not for the sake of any personal advantages. Being guided by these lines and strict- 
ly observing the principle of individual selection into the ranks of the CPSU, dur- 
ing the last four years the republic's party organizations accepted as party candi- 
dates 25,607 representatives of the working class, kolkhoz peasantry, and the intel- 
ligentsia. This increase permits the more successful accomplishment of the task for 
the further strengthening of party influence in all branches of the national economy 
and culture. 


Ensuring the leading place of the working class in the social composition of the 
republic's party organization bears a stable nature. More than half of those ac- 
cepted as party candidates over the four years are workers. 
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However, on the wuole evaluating the work which has been done on strengthening the 
worker nucleus in the party ranks {avorably, we must also see shortcomings in this 
matter. Many primary party organizations do not display ecncern for the acceptance 
of worthy people in the CPS! from among the workers. Tn this connection, serious 
reproach is deserved by the party organizations of suc) big industrial enterprises 
as the Kazlu-Ruskiy experimental combine for wood articles, the Vilnius production 
association for silicate articles, the Vilnius experimental plant for fibrous 
articles imeni Chistyakov, and several others. There are many su.) party organiza- 
tioas in the cities of Panevezhis, Klaypeda, and in the Kaunasskiy, Vi) 'nyusskiy, 
Shalchininskiy, Shilutskiy, Shyaulyayskiy, and a number of other rayons. 


The stratum of workers in the social make-up of the Panevezhis and Alitus city party 
organizations is growing slowly nevertheless. 


The strengthening of the worker nucleus in the party in no way means that we can 
lower the requirements on the workers who join the party and dispiay leniency in 
evaluating their professional, political, and moral qualities. But you see, such 
instances are encountered. Some primary organizat‘ons are carried away by the fact 
that they are accepting as party candidates peopie who recently poured into the labor 
collectives and have not received firm worker tempering. At the same time, they 
underestimate or lose sight of highly qualified skilled workers. Serious attention 
should be devoted to this. 


Much work is being conducted on replenishing the party ranks through leading kolkhoz 
workers. Workers of the leading professions are appearing more and more among those 
who are replenishing the ranks of the rural communists. During the last four years, 
among kolkhoz workers accepted into the ranks of the communists machine operators 
comprise 42 percent and agricultural specialists--one third. 


However, proper concern is still not manifested everywhere for strengthening the 
party nucleus among the kolkhoz peasantry, especially in such rayons as Alitusskiy, 
Vilkavishkskiy, Shulal'skiy, Shakyanskiy, and several others. The party stratum is 
still low among the animal livestock breeders in Raseynskiy, Moletskiy, Pakruoyskiy, 
and a number of other rayons. The party stratum among the machine operators is still 
low in Tauragskiy, Kretingskiy, Kapsukskiy, and Skuodasskiy rayons. 


It is necessary to conduct more active work on the selection of kolkhoz workers for 
the CPSU, especially workers in animal husbandry and machine operators, and to raise 
in every way possible the vanguard role of communists in agricultural production. 


In regulating the growth of its ranks, the repvblic's party organizations are con- 
cerned about. constantly improving the selection, for the party, of intellectuals who 
play an important role in accomplishing scientific and technical progress and 

raising the population's cultural level and in the accomplishment of all tasks of 
communist construction. Henceforth, too, the ranks of the CPSU should constantly be 
replenished through representatives of the intellectuals who have in fact demonstrat- 
ed their devotion to the party and are actively participating in socio-political 
activity. 


The influx of youth into the CPSU has increased noticeably in recent years. The 
role of the Komsomol as the immediate reserve of the party has become evident more 
clearly .. this. Acceptance of the youth into the party is a question of great 











political importance which deserves the most serious attention. At the same time the 
constant replenishment of the party ranks through the youth does not at all mean that 
we should artificially hold up the acceptance of older people in the CPSU who have 
passed through a good school of labor and life and enjoy authority and respect in 
their collectives. 


From year to year, more and more leading women are joining the ranks of the CPSU, 
Among the republic's workers, women comprise more than half, and among the communists 
--almost one third. 


At the same time, we must not fail to turn our attention to the fact that the stratum 
of communists is still low among the working women in Vil'nyussk!y, Shilutskiy, 
Vilkavishkskiy, Shakyayskiy, and Shilal'skiy rayons. This obliges the party commit- 
tees and primary organizations not to weaken their work among female workers and to 
replenish the party ranks with them more actively. 


The brilliant reflection of the policy of socialist internationalism and the ideology 
of the friendship and brotherhood of peoples are found in the composition of the 
Lithuanian Communist Party. This is evidenced by the presence of the representatives 
of 63 nations and nationalities in it. In work on growth in the ranks of the (PSU, 
nthe future, too, it is necessary to consider the multinational composition of the 
city and rayon workers and of each Labor collective. 


The tremendous responsibility which the party bears before the people imposes high 
demands on all its members and on each communist. All work on acceptance in the 
party should also be organized on the basis of these demands. It should always 

be remembered that the main criterion in estimating the growth of party ranks is not 
the number of those accepted by itself, but their preparedness to accomplish the 
duties of a communist and the ability of party organizations to include all commu- 
nists in active work. The CPSU Regulation requires "the protection of the party from 
the penetration of its ranks by people who are unworthy of the lofty title of commu- 
nist." Is this requirement always strictly observed? Unfortunately, no. 


Party committees and primary organizations sometimes are insufficiently demanding in 
evaluating the professional, political, and moral qualities of those entering the 
party. Instances of unworthy behavior anda lack of discipline of some party can- 
didates are encountered. 


The matter should be posed everywhere so that actually the best of the best are ac- 
cepted in the CPSU and so that not only are the results of their production activity 
considered, but also their level of political maturity, public activity, and behavior 
in daily live, in the family, and in the collective. For even individual cases of 
the acceptance of those unworthy of the title of communist in the CPSU cause harm 

to the party, contaminate its ranks, and reduce the authority and combat ability of 
the party collectives. 


In work on acceptance in the CPSU, greater reliance should be placed on the opinion 
of party groups, shop party organizations, and communist; and nonparty people who 

are working alongside and know the entrant well not only in his work, but also in 

his daily life. There can be no putting up with a situation where many party organi- 
zations of the Kel'meskiy, Pakruoyskiy, Kedaynskiy, and a number of other rayons con- 
sider matters on acceptance at closed meetings. Party committees are called upon to 
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ensure the clearer implementation of the instructions of the CPSU Central Committee 
that, as a rule, acceptance into the party should be conducted at open party meete- 


ings. 


The responsibility to the party of those who recommend new comrades to its ranks is 
great. However, some communists sometimes approach the issuing of recommendatione 
from considerations of false comradeship and are not guided by motives based on 
principle and party conscience. It is necessary to hold communis .s whe provide un- 
objective references for those being recommended for the party strictly responsible. 
This pertains in equal measure to Komsomol organizations and their committees. 


It should constantly be remembered that concern for the purity of party ranks is the 
most important Lenin legacy which has been raised to the highest law of its life and 
all our efforts should be directed toward its uncond‘ ‘onal accomplishment. 


‘he decree of the CPSU Central Committee concerning work of the Kirghig party or- 
ganization stresses that the party raykoms and gorkoms must sccomplish the daily 
direction of the primary organizations’ work on the selection and indoctrination of 
new party replacements and see that the provisions of the CPSU Regulation are strict- 
ly observed. For in essence, that situation in the primary party organization in 
which the young communist lands from the first days of his membership in the party 
is determining in his ideological tempering and in the growth of production and 
public activity. This is why the most fixed attention should always be devoted to 
raising the combat vitality of the party organizations. And it should be said that 
many part. gorkoms and raykoms display great concern for raising the level of work 
by primary organizations and party groups and delve deeply into the state of affairs 
in each party collective. 


Favorable experience in the direction of the party primary organizations has been 
accumulated by the Shyaulyay and Kapsukas gorkoms, and by the Leninskiy (city of 
Vilnius) and the Kayshyadorskiy, Skuodasskiy, Lazdiyskiy, Kretingskiy and other 
party raykoms. 


At the same time, in the practice of the direction of party organizations one must 
often encounter a situation where painstaking, thoughtful work is replaced by super- 
ficial, at times formal study of the state of affairs locally and the inability to 
complete what has been begun. And this inflicts great harm on a specific matter. 
Thus, last year the Panemunskiy party raykom discussed the question of the work of 
the administration and the party and trade union organization of the "Pyargale” 
association in strengthening labor discipline and assigning personnel at production. 
The question is urgent and deserved the most fixed attention since the state of af- 
fairs in the association required party interference and an evaluation based on 
principle. Unfortunately, both the raykom and the association's party committee 
limited themselves only to a discussion of this question while the implementation of 
measures which had been planned were left to drift by themselves. As a result, the 
labor discipline situation did not improve. During the years of the present five- 
year plan, losses in working time increased here, in particular due to absenteeism. 
Thus, last year alone it almost doubled in comparison with 1978. As formerly, per- 
sonnel instability remains high. And in this situation the party raykom, without 
looking deep enough into the situation which had developed, found nothing better to 
do than to stop monitoring this decree. Such a practice of the formal organization 
of work serves the most serious condemnation.

The bureau of the Lithuanian Communist Party's Central Committee pointed out serious 
shortcomings in the work of the Akmyanskiy party raykom. One of the basic reasons 
for the lagging in development of agriculture in the Akmyanskiy rayon was serious 
shortcomings in the organization work of the party raykom and the primary party or- 
ganizations which were not sufficiently concerned about improving the style and 
methods for direction of the economy. Insufficient attention is devoted to increas- 
ing the party stratum on the most important sectors of agricultural production, espe- 
cially in animal husbandry. The weakening of party influence in such an important 
branch had a negative influence on the accomplishment of plans and obligations in 
the production and sale of meat, milk, and other products of the rayon's farms to the 
state. 


Similar shortcomings are also found in a number of other rayons. 


It should always be remembered that qualified direction of the primary party organi- 
zations is a most important condition for raising the level of tueir organizational 
and political work and the accomplishment of tasks in economic development. 


Further strengthening of the party's ranks requires tireless work on the indoctrina- 
tion of communists from the party organizations. "We should not forget,” pointed 
out Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the 25th CPSU Congress, "that each communist should be 
a highly-principled, active fighver for the party and a right guide in the rank of 
the builders of communism." 


Great significance in the matter of a further increase in the vanguard role of the 
communists and their indoctrination was had by the open party meetings with the 
agenda, "Live, work, and struggle in the Leninist, communist manner,” which took 
place this year in all party organizations. It became for each participant a great 
school for political indoctrination in the examples of V. I. Lenin's life and ac- 
tivity and an exac ing inspection of each communist's contribution to the common 
cause. 


Firm communist conviction is molded in the course of active labor and public activity 
and by constant work on raising the ideological level. 


In implementing the instructions of the 25th Party Congress and the tasks put forth 
in the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On further improvement of ideological 
and political-indoctrinational work,” the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Com- 
unist Party, gorkom and raykom parties and the primary party organizations of 
the republic are conducting important work on the Marxist-Leninist education of the 
communists. 


In the last training year, 140,000 party members and candidates were instructed in 
the political educational system. Special attention was devcted to ensuring the 
scientific level, efficiency, and specificity of the training and its ties with life. 


However, there are serious shortcomings in the organization of the communists' 
theoretical training. Proper monitoring of the conduct of lessons and their atten- 
dance is not being accomplished everywhere. 


The new training year will begin soon. The gorkoms, raykoms, and party primary or- 
ganizations must ensure the higher effectiveness of the communists’ Marxist-Leninist 
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training and decisively overcome elements of formalism and @ narrow educational ap- 
proach which are encountered ii, the work of individual political schools and seminars 
nevertheless. The cadres of propagaudists should be strengthened with penple in 

whom a sense of lofty responsibility for the cortent and results of indoctrinational 
work is inherent. 


Schools of young communists play a large vole here. About 50 such schools are op- 
erating in the republic with the committees of the party and (igcer primary organi- 
zations. More than 3,500 candidate members of the CPSU are occupied in them. This 
form of training the young communists has Justified itself, on the whole. It is 
necessary to study in greater detail and generalize the work experience of such 
schools and to introduce suggestions for the further improvement of their activity. 


The party organizations are called upon to ensure the constant monitoring of the 
politieal training of all communists and to practice more widely the hearing of com- 
munications and reports of communists on how they are accomplishing the requirements 
of the regulations on raising their ideological level. 


It is the duty of party organizations to indoctrinate each communist and each Soviet 
person ina spirit of irreconcilability toward the views and morals which are foreign 
to the socialist way of life, to achieve high political vigilance, and to give a 
timely rebuff to hostile ideological sabotage and bourgeois propaganda. There can 

be no putting up with various types of rumors and idle talk. At the same time, we 
often still encounter instances where instead of suppressing them strictly some 
party organizations wait for some special instructions and, in essence, shut their 
eyes at the carriers of unsound views. More combat vitality and more efficiency are 
needed in this matter. 


The practice of many party organizations confirms the fact that in the indoctrina- 
tion of the party's new replacements good results are given by individual work, es- 
pecially such of its forms as party assignments, interviews, patronage by the recom- 
mending party veterans, and discussion of communications and reports of CPSU members 
and candidate members at sessions of bureaus and party committees and at party meet- 
ings. These and other forms which have justified themselves should be widely em- 
ployed everywhere in work with young communists and their effectiveness should be 
increased. 


[ especially want to stress the importance of party assignments. This is a form of 
each communist's participation in public affairs which has been tested and checked 

by life and an important means for indoctrination and development of the communists’ 
initiative and increasing their responsibility for collective work. In this matter, 
we should follow the Lenin requirement: to distribute assignments in such a way that 
all are granted the opportunity to show and display themselves in practical work. 
Approval is deserved for the work practice of the Alitus and Shyaulyay city com- 
mittees and the Pozhelskiy (of the city of Kaunas), Klaypedskiy, Lazdiyskiy, 
Rokishskiy, Utenskiy, and Shakyayskiy party raykoms which regularly discuss questions 
of distributing assignments and their accomp. snment. 


Today, it has become the system to issue assignments to communists at party meetings 
and sessions of party bureaus and committees. This increased ncticeably the respon- 
sibility of the communists for their accomplishment. It is also noteworthy that on 
the ave: ace nine out of ten communists have permanent assignments. Their range is 
rather bt: oad. 
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At the same time, it would be erroneous to assume that matters of party assignments 
are as the interests of intraparty life require everywhere. As formerly, we encount- 
er ineatances where some communists do not have permanent assignments from year to 
year, where accounting for and monitoring their accomplishment are poorly organized, 
and where communists are rarely informed on how their comrades are coping with vari- 
ous assignments. Instances of the extreme overloading of individual communists with 
assignments are encountered nevertheless. It is the task of party committees and 
primary party organizations to eliminate shortcomings decisively in this important 
aphere of intraparty life. 


Everything should be done so that from his first days in the CPSU the candidate goes 
through @ genuine school of party tempering and there should be constant interest in 
how the new comrade shows himself and how he prepares for becoming a member of the 
CPSU. 


Of course, in displaying concern for increasing the effectiveness of all forms and 
methods for indoctrinating communists which are directed toward molding communist 

conviction and lofty moral qualities in each of them, party organizations must de- 
cisively free themselves of those who have not justified the lofty title of party 

member. 


There can be no putting up with such antisocial manifestations as defrauding the state, 
eyewash, and various types of account padding. 


Many vio.sations of financial-administrative activity are committed in the republic's 
kolkhozes A number of such violations have been disclosed in Pasval'skiy, Kaunasskiy, 
Tauragskiy and several other rayons. The leaders of the “Atchalinas,” "Pushalotas,” 
ani “Kovo ashtuntoyi” kolkhozes of the Pasval'skiy rayon followed the path of unworthy 
jenis. The raykom party bureau held the leaders of these farms strictly responsible. 
Kolkhoz chairmen and CPSU members Yu. Kirkile, &. Zhidonis, and A. Grigalyunas, 

and chief bookkeepers A. Arshvilena and I. Kochis were given strict reprimands. 

Other participants in the illegal operations were made administratively responsible. 





There are instances where individual party members slip down to Philistine positions 
ani are contaminated by a private-property psychology, sometimes waiving the inter- 
ests of the party and the state to please their own veli-being. 


Very unfortunately, negative manifestations often do not receive a proper eveluation. 
This shows the necessity to intensify the instilling, in the communists, of a sense 
of devotion to principle, intolerance and strictness toward any violation 

and shortcoming, and a rise in the level of criticism and self-criticism in each 
party organization. It is necessary to react in time to each delinquency committed 
by a party member or candidate member and to give them a party, principled evaluation. 


it is necessary to increase the activity of the work by the party commissions of city 
and raykom committees of *he party. They must have an even more active influence on 
the work of primary party organizations in strengthening party ranks and indoctrinat- 
ing the communists and increasing the demand from each party member and candidate 

for the steady accomplishment of the requirements of the party program and the CPSU 
Reguiations ac wel) as seeing that measures of party influence are better used for 
indoctrinational purposes. Party commissions are required to see that the party or- 
ganizations evaluate the delinquencies committed by communists in an objective and 
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prinetpled manner and hold otrietly anewerable those who defame our party and under- 
mine tte nuthortity with unworthy behavior. 


of course, intolerance toward those who violate party discipline is not an abundance 
of strict punishments but a complex of measures which provent violations and the 
mandatory, timely, and covrect reaction of the party organization to any delinquency 
of a communist. 


The improvement of all our activity on the reception into the party and indoctrina- 
tion of communists is a necessary condition for further ideological-political and 
organizational strengthening of party organizations, raising their combat ability and 
authority, and intensifying their role in the matter of the practical imp) ementation 
of party policy. 


Party committees must steadily increase the responsibility of primary party organi- 
tations for the quality selection of communists for the CPSU and their indoctrina- 
tion, listen regularly to their reports on the status of this work, and see that the 
Leninist norms of party life and principles of party leadership are observed in each 
party organization and that a situation of genuine collectivism and comradeship, 
criticiem, and self-criticiom is created. 


Questions of strengthening party ranks and increasing the activity and strengthening 
the discipline of the communists should be considered deeply and in a business-like 
manner at forthcoming party election meetings and city and rayon conferences. 


Now the election campaign is being conducted on the eve of the regular 26th Party 
Conference and this is placing its special imprint on it. In implementing the de- 
cisions of the CPSU Central Committee's June plenum and the tasks put forth in the 
report of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the plenum, we should make a deep and comprehen- 
sive analysis of the party organizations’ activity and the specific contribution of 
each of them to the accomplishment of the decisions of the 25th Party Congress and 
subsequent CPSU Central Committee plenums. All aspects of the many-faceted activity 
of party organizations and, first of all, political, organizational, and ideological, 
are to be considered attentively from the positions of the tasks and requirements put 
forth by the party. 


Reports and elections in party organizations should contribute to the accomplishment 
of the tasks of economic and social development and the mobilization of the forces 
of communists and all workers for the struggle for the successful accomplishment of 
the tasks assigned by the party. 


The main task of each party organization and of each labor collective is to apply 
every effort for the successful accomplishment of the tasks for the year 1980 and 
the five-year plan as a whole and to greet the 26th Party Congress with new achieve- 
ments. In response to the decree of the CPSU Central Committee: "On social- 

ist competition for a worthy greeting for the 26th CPSU Congress," many collectives 
assumed additional obligations in honor of the forthcoming party congress. The labor 
and political enthusiasm caused by the celebration of the 110th anniversary of V. I. 
Lenin's birth and the 40th anniversary of the restoration of Soviet authority in 
Lithuania is acquiring a nev, powerful impulse and bringing good results. The 
seven-ronth plan for the sale of production by industry as a whole vas accomplished 
by 102. »vercent. Production vorth almost 114 million rubles was sold above the 
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plan, The inerease in gross industrial production output was 5.7 percent, The plan 
for increasing labor productivity was aleo accomplished, Because of this, an 41- 
percent increase in volumes of production was obtained, 


But, as is known, the time remaining in industry to the end o* the year is very 
strained. The sale of products 5.2 percent more than the actuai volume of the first 
half year and &.7 percent more than for the same period of 1979 is to be accomplished. 
Thus, for the successful accomplishment of planned assignments and socialist obliga- 
tions of the current year the intensity of production and the sale of products must 
not only be maintained, but should also grow. Fach day of the second half year, it 
is necessary to produce 7.7 percent more articles than 14st year. Labor productivity 
should increase by 7.° percent in comparison with the similar period last year and 
because of this factor an 87 percent increase in volumes of production is to be at- 
tained. Unfortunately, in July the work indices of industry for the production and 
sale of products dropped somewhat. Now there is no task more important than to put 
all reserves into action, support the initiative of the republic's vorkers with the 
necessary economic, organizational, and political support, and achieve the intensive, 
rhythmic operation of each enterprise. The party organizations of industrial enter- 
prises are called upon to play the decisive organizing and directing role here. 


The accomplishment of plans for the construction and putting into operation of pro- 
duction capacities of industry and agriculture, housing, and other installations 
having a social and cultural purpose is ensured for the lest period of this year. 


However, very large tasks are to be accomplished prior to the end of the year in 
capital construction, too. In the second half year, it is necessary to turn over 

55 important production capacities and installations. Seven hundred sixty-one 
thousand square meters or 64 percent of the annual volume of housing area are to 

be constructed and put into operation through state capital investments and the re- 
sources of housing cooperatives alone. This imposes a special responsibility on the 
construction organizations as well as on party and soviet organs. Unremitting atten- 
tion should be devoted to capital construction. 


All agricultural work now requires special effort, organization, and coordination. 
The times for gathering the harvest of grains and other agricultural crops vere 
shifted significantly in connection with the protracted rains and the delay in the 
maturing of the plants. Work on the procurement of fodder and the preparation of 
the seeds and soils for the sowing of winter crops has become complicated. As a 
result of all this a great number of urgent matters which must be accomplished in 
compressed times have now accumulated in each rayon and farn. 


However, as checks and the results themselves show, there is not the proper effort 
in the work in a number of kolkhozes, sovkhotes, and even rayons as a whole. The 
impression is created that the leaders of such farms and rayons do not fully under- 
stand the seriousness of the situation which has been created. Work on harvesting 
grains is poorly organized in Ignalinskiy, Ionavskiy, Kel'meskiy, Mazheykskiy, 
Kupishkekiy, Radvilichkskiy, Shal'chininkskiy, and Shvench@nskiy rayons where the 
ratec of the harvesting are insufficient, the output per combine is low, and a por- 
tion of the combines even etand idle on fine days. There can be no putting up with 
such o situation. The most decisive measures must be adopted in order to save the 
harvest and reduce its losses to a minimum. It is necessary to use each good hour 
to gather the harvest. An atmosphere of intolerance toward instances of an irres- 
ponsible attitude toward matters must be created everywhere. 
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Tt is necessary to see that fot only favorable materials on the gathering of the 
harvest, but also critical correspondence and critical signals are published in the 
press and broadcast over television and radio, 


Along with the harvest, the most fixed attention should be devoted to the safety, 
cleaning, and drying of ,.a'n and to the accomplishment of obligations on ite sale 
to the state. Accomplishment of plane for the sale of grain to the state and maximum 
participation in the creation of state grain reserves are the pi.cory task of each 
rayon, kolkhos, and sovkho:. 


Questions of the maximum accumulation of fodder are also solved unsatisfactorily by 
leaders and specialists of farme of the Shal'chininkskiy, Alitusskiy, Zarasayekiy, 
Tonavekiy, and Anikshyayskiy rayons. In these rayons, 17-3? percent less fodder than 
for the republic as a whole has been procured per stendard head of livestock of the 
public herd. This shows that some leaders still have not drawn the proper conclusions 
from the bitter lessor: of past years when the plans for the production of animal 
husbandry products \ re ruined due to a shortage of fodder in the winter period. 

The consequences of this are letting themselves be known even today Therefore, the 
most serious attention must be devoted to the accumulation of a sufficient quantity 
and good quality of fodder and this work should be conducted on each farm at high 
rates. For this, first of all party, soviet, and economic organs must make maximum 
use of internal reserves which are present on the farms, mobilize all kolkhoz and 
sovkhoz workers and the entire able-bodied population of the rayons, and attract 
workers, transport, sad other equipment of the rayon associations of Goskomsel 'khoz- 
tekhnika [State Committee for the Supply of Production Equipment to Agriculture], 
land improvement organizations, and industrial enterprises and organizations which 
have patronage and, on days off, the transportation of the Ministry of Motor Trans- 
port and Highways. In September-October it is planned to send studente of higher 
educational institutions, technical echoole, and vocational and technical schools 
primarily for the harvesting of flax, potatoes, vegetables, fruits, and sugar beets. 
Party, soviet, end agricultural organs of rayons and the leaders and specialists of 
farms must be concerned about the efficient use of this assistance. It is necessary 
to maneuver human resources and equipment efficiently everywhere within each farm 
ae well as within interfarm associations and at the scale of each rayon. 


It shouls also be seen that the sowing of winter crops in each farm is completed in 
the best agrotechnical times and at a high level. 


Serious concern is caused by the considerable deterioration of matters in the pro- 
duction of milk. In comparison with the 1979 level, the milk yield from a cow in the 
republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes for seven months of this year dropped by 118 
kilograms, and in Kretingskiy, Raseynskiy, Pakruoyskiy, Tauragskiy. Alitusskiy, 
Shilal'’skiy, Mazheykskiy, and Akmyanskiy rayons--by 170-226 kilograms. Of course, 
objective difficulties also had an effect here but everything cannot be reduced to 
them. It should be said directly that the Ministry of Agriculture and party, soviet, 
and agricultural organs of the rayons mentioned and a number of others resigned 
themselves to the situation and instead of mobilizing the efforts of leaders, spe- 
cialists, and all workers to overcome the difficulties and ensure the skillful and 
flexible direction of production they continue to complain about poor weather con- 
dition: The state of affairs in dairy cattle-raising must be fundamentally im- 
proved the immediate future. More attention must be devoted to the purchase of 
milk fre the population. 
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Available possibilities for increasing the production of meat are also being far from 
completely utilized. During seven months of the current year, the realized weight 

of young large-horned cattle was only 337 kilograms or 24 kilograms less than fur the 
corresponding period last year. Distinguished here from the negative aspect are the 
Birghayskiy, Yurbarkskiy, Pasval'skiy, and Kupishkskiy rayons where the realized 
weight of the young large-horned cattle did not even reach 350 kilograms. In 4a num- 
ber of rayons the gain in weight of swine remains extremely low. This is nothing but 
unconcern and a lack of proper monitoring on th. part of the agricultural administra- 
tions of the rayispolkoms. Now, with the arrival of fodder from the new harvest, all 
measures should be adopted to increase the intensity of fattening the livestock, to 
ensure high gains in weight in fattening the livestock on all farms, and to increase 
their average delivery weight. 


Great attention must be devoted to the further development of swine-breeding. The 
annual assignment for obtaining young pigs should be accomplished first of all. At 
the same time, there should be an increase in the mating of the pigs in September- 
December of thia year in order to create the basis for an increase in the production 
of pork in the coming year. In short, now all reserves and efforts should be di- 
rected toward accelerating the gathering of the harvest, the procurement of fodder, 
the conduct of the winter sowing, increasing the productivity of the livestock, and 
toward increasing in every way the production of all products of plant growing 

and animal husbandry and their sale to the state. 


We are confident that the communists and all workers of the village will apply every 
effort and ability to the successful completion of the last year of the Tenth Five- 
Year Plan and will greet the 26th CPSU Congress in a worthy manner. 


October will mark 40 years since the Lithuanian Communist Party was accepted as part 
of the CPS’). Since then, it has been one of the combat detachments of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. Under the tested leadership of the CPSU Central Committee 
and the Central Committee's Politburo, the republic's party organization is growing 
and improving its activity in conformance with the general reg lar laws for the de- 
velopment of the CPSU.

‘Text! Our party has a rich arsenal of time-tested forms for live and effective 
ties with the masses. 
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Among the most important of them we can rightly include letters and oral appeals 

of the workers to party, soviet, economic, trade-union, and Komsomol organs, to the 
editors of newspapers and journals, to radio, end to television. It is one of the 
moot reliable sources of information on “human problems" and on the state of affairs 
ii various areas of the socio-economic, political, and spiritual life of our people. 


It is for this very reason that close contact with the masses and a sensitive, atten- 
tive attitude toward letters and statements as "genuine human documents” is one of 
the Lenin principles of all our party and state activity. The scales of this contact 
are tremendous. Each year about 230,000 letters and statements reach party and so- 
viet organs, the editors of newspapers and journals, and those of television and ra- 
diointhe republic alone. To thiswemust add letters received by various economic and 
public organizations and oral appeals of citizens. In recent years, there is occur- 
ring not only a quantitative growth in information arriving from the workers, but 

its nature is aiso changing qualitatively. There was a considerable increase in the 
number of letters in which people express their attitude toward the most important 
events of domestic and international life and express suggestions and remarks which 
are directed toward improving organizational and political work and toward the elimi- 
nation of shortcomings which are present in economic activity, that is, they display 
their citizen interest in party-wide and state matters. And this is a natural pro- 
cess which reflects one of the objective trends in the development of the Soviet 
nation state, the growth in the independent activity of Soviet people as true masters 
of the country, and their high civic virtue and active life's position. 


In following Lenin principles the party not only teaches the masses to struggle for 
communist construction, but learns from them itself and is constantly enriched by 
their collective wisdom. 


This found reflection in the decisions of the 25th Party Congress and in the new 
Soviet constitution and runs through the well-known decrees of the CPSU Central Con- 
mittee, "On further improvement of work with workers’ letters in light of the de- 
cisions of the 25th CPSU Congress" (1976) and "On further improvement of the recep- 
tion of citizens in party, soviet, and other organizations” 1979).

L. I. Brezhnev points out, to ensure that “each Soviet person can sense his parti- 
cipation in state matters and be confident that his opinion and his voice will be 
heard and considered in elaborating large and small decisions.” 


Much has been done in the republic to substantially improve the consideration of 
letters and the organization of the reception of citizens. 


After tie 25th CPSU Congress these questions were considered comprehensively and 
thoroug! ,» in the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party, at plenums 
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and sessions of party gorkom and raykom bureaus, in all primary party organizations, 
and in soviet, trade union, and Komaomol organs. 


In essence, each working day in the Central Committee apparatus begins, and often 
ends, with scrupulous analytical and organizational work around the questions put 
forth by the workers. There is now greater order, clarity, and efficiency in this 
work. It can be noted with satisfaction that in many party committees work with 
letters and the reception of citizensserves as an effective means for studying the 
interests and needs of Soviet people. They provide a wealth of material for the pos- 
ing and solution of urgent problems of economic and cultural construction.

During the last two years alone, the status of this work 
was checked ‘n more than 2,000 organizations and the materials of the checks and 
questions o* work with letters were discussed at nine plenums and at many sessions of 
party gorkom and raykom bureaus. Significant work in this regard is being conducted, 
in particular, by the Vilnius, Shyaulyay, Alitus, and Druskininkay gorkoms, the 
Prenayskiy, Pozhelskiy, and Panevezhskiy raykoms of the party, and many other party 
committees. 


Today, we have every basis to note a certain improvement which has been attained in 
work on considering letters and organizing the reception of citizens at all levels of 
state leadership. This pertains first of all to the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
and the Council of Ministers of the Lithuanian SSR. Here, just as in the Central 
Committee, much is being done to study how there should be a check and then to turn 
to the general benefit and the good of people all constructive suggestions and satisfy 
the legitimate requests of the workers, and the necessary conditions are created so 
that the citizen could attend a personal reception and, in accordance with his 
legitimate rights, resolve troubling questions. 


Certain favorable shifts have been noted in this sense in the activity of the repub- 
lic's ministries and departments. 


Attention is merited by the organization of work with workers' letters and the recep- 
tion of citizens in the Ministry of Internal Affairs. Commissions on work with 
workers’ letters and the reception of citizens have been created and are functioning 
in the ministry's apparatus and in city and rayon departments of internal affairs. 
Work with statements, suggestions, and complaints of workers are considered regularly 
at party meetings and sessions of the ministry's party committee and board. 


A favorable evaluation is also merited by the organization of this work in the 
Ministries of Social Security, “Motor Transport and Highways, and a number of other 
departments and organizations. 


The organs of Soviet authority are linked with the masses and with their daily af- 
fairs and concerns by close ties and thousands of thread;. A large flow of letters 
and statements, requests, and complaints of the workers converges here. People 
come here in order tc solve a question that may be large or small, but in all cases 
of life important to them,in a personal talk with the leaders and personnel of re- 
sponsibility of the Soviets. It should be said that the local Soviets of People's 
Deputies and their ispolkoms are conducting this work of great state and political 
significance more and more successfully. 
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Constant, ever increaaing attention to the workers’ letters and the results of their 
consideration, to the elimination of the reasons which give rise to complaints, and 
to the organization of the reception of citizens is characteristic of the 
Kayshyadorskiy, Penevezhskiy, and Sukhodasskiy rayispolkoms. At their sessions they 
regularly examine the most important suggestions and critical remarks on questions 
of development of the eco.omy, work in the services sphere, the preservation of 
socialist property, work with personnel, and the struggle against abuses and in- 
fringing on the rights of citizens which are reported in individual letters. 


Favorable experience in working with letters and on receiving citizens has been 
accumulated in the Panevezh gorispolkom. Here, a clear system for the study, com- 
prehensive analysis, and critique of letters which arrive from the public has been 
developed and is functioning. 


The reception room of the Shyaulyay gorispolkom, in whichthe reception of citizens 
is organized in accordance with their place of residence and work, is operating well. 
Here, consultations with citizens on iegal questions are held on Thursdays. 


The Raseynskiy, Rokishkskiy. and Vil'nyusskiy rayispolkoms regularly organize the re- 
ception of citizens in the bigger villages and in remote settlements with the 
population being informed of this ahead of time. 


The leaders of the Akmyanskiy, Xaunasskiy, Klaypedskiy, Panevezhskiy, Prenayskiy, 
Shilutskiy, and other rayispolkoms receive visitors locally after reports, brigade 
and department days, and during meetings with the population. 


Everyone knows the role and significance of the labor collective under contemporary 
conditions in our entire economic and socio-political life and in the upbringing of 
the new man. In accordance with the provisions of the new Soviet constitution, the 
labor collective is the basic cell of our society and is an import mt component part 
of the Soviet political system. This obliges us to organize the matter in such a 
way that in each labor collective the administration and the party, trade union, and 
Komsomol organizations know for certain the attitudes of the people, what is troub- 
ling or concerns one person or another, and what assistance he needs. And not only 
knows, but does everything possible for the practical solution of problems which 
arise. 


Much is being done in this direction in the collectives of an entire number of enter- 
prises, organizations, and farms of our republic. Here, wide use is made of leaders’ 
reports on work with letters and oral statements of the workers. For example, during 
only two years more than 2,200 workers' meetings were conducted with this agenda. 


Ac a rule, party committees and economic leaders are applying great efforts to re- 
solve all questions which arise locally, have a sensitive and attentive attitude 
toward the statements and requests of the workers, and eliminate the reasons for the 
emergence of various conflicts. In this regard, the practice of conducting common 
political education days in the republic and regular meetings of officials of the 
Communist Party Central Committee, gorkoms, party raykoms, the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet and the Council of Ministers of the Lithuanian SSR, and leaders of 
public organizations, ministries, and departments of enterprises and organizations 
with workers, employees, and the intellectuals directly in the labor collectives 
showed . ina good light. During these meetings people have the opportunity to 








introduce suggestions, make remarks, and to appeal with a personal request. As a 
rule, comrades who made suggestions are informed regularly concerning the measures 
adopted on them. 


At the same time, we have no grounds to be satisfied because, nevertheless, there are 
many shortcomings, errors, and coarse violations on this most important sector of 
party and state work. We still often encounter instances of an indifferent, inatten- 
tive, or more briefly formal-bureaucratic approach to signals, the workers' vital 
interests, and to their suggestions and critical remarks. 


Workers’ letters and oral statements of citizens are not only a sensitive barometer 
of public opinion for us, but also a valuable source of information on the state of 
affairs in all spheres of economic and cultural life, on all sectors of party, 
soviet, and economic work, what we achieve and what has not been attained for the 
present, and how our cadres are working and how much they correspond to contemporary 
requirements. 


What does the analysis of citizens' letters and oral appeals teach us? 


Everyone Knows how great are the scales of residential construction in the republic. 
More than 7.6 million square meters of housing have been put into operation during 
the last four years alone. This permitted improving the housing conditions of 
614,000 people. 


All this is the result of the tireless concern of the Communist Party and the govern- 
ment for the growth in the workers’ well-being. This is also the result of the work 
by the Lithuanian Communist Party, state and soviet organs, public organizations, and 
numerous collectives of industrial and construction organizations of the republic. 
But nevertheless, despite the obvious successes attained here, the proportion of 
letters and oral statements on housing problems which reach the various departments 
remains very high for the present. Suffice it to say that during the past year more 
than 6,300 letters, statements, and compleints on housing questions reached the 
Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party, the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet, and the Council of Ministers of the republic. 


Of course, our possibilities here are not unlimited; we cannot now completely satisfy 
the requirements of people for housing. It is even more vexatious to state today 

the fact that a number of letters are caused by the circumstance that instances are 
occurring in the republic where housing legislation is being violated and there are 
various types of abuses and an incorrect approach to the distribution of housing. 


The arrival of such letters at the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist 
Party from the population of Klaypeda and the Anikshchyayskiy, Vilkavishkskiy, 
Vil’nyusskiy, Iorishkskiy, fedaynskiy, Kretingskiy, and Mazheykskiy rayons has in- 
creased. Thus, the party's Central Committee recently received a statement concern- 
ing the incorrect distribution of housing in the city of Mazheykyay. These facts 
were confirmed and were published in the newspaper TIYESA. The guilty received 
deserved punishment. 


Turning to the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party twice with com- 
plaints was labor veteran of the Vilkavishkskaya Sewing Factory, participant in the 
Great Patriotic War, and former people's defender K. Dragunaytis who reported about 
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the incorrect actions of the secretary of this factory's party organization, F. 
Rachkuvena who, infringing upon the primary right of an applicant to obtain an 
apartment and utilizing his position, received a threesroom apartment illegally. 


A check confirmed the facts set forth in the letter. The bureau of the Vilkavishkskiy 
par*y raykom considered the question of the violation of order in the distribution 

of living space at the Vilkavishkskaya Sewing Factory and issuei a reprimand to the 
secretary of the factory's party organization, F. Bachkuvena, with an entry in her 
registration form, relieving her of her work and requiring her to return the apart- 
ment which was illegally occupied. The director of the enterprise, I. Rudaytis, was 
reprimanded for active assistance in the illegal granting of the apartment. 


The draft of the Bases for Housing Legislation of the USSR and Union Republics is now 
being widely discussed. Active participation in the discussion of this most important 
document, which pertains to each resident of the city and viliage, will have a favor- 
able effect on the solution of housing questions, will help in the matter of the care 
and proper use of available housing, will increase responsibility for its condition, 
and will contribute to the further growth in the well-being of the Soviet people. 


An important role in improving the work of enterprises and institutions of the ser- 
vices sphere belongs to the local Soviets of People's Deputies. By arrangement with 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations of the services sphere which are located 
on the territory of the rayon and city, the Soviets establish the beginning, days, 
and hours of their work. But, as a rule, these hours are inconvenient for the popu- 
lation, which entails large losses of working time. Thus, according to approximate 
calculations, for these reasons about 13,000 people solve their personal problems 
daily during working time in the city of Kaunas. In other words, two complete big 
plants are not working during the day. Many workers are forced to violate labor dis- 
cipline under the same pretext. 


With the introduction of the five-day work week ministries and departments of the 
republic were to reexamine a part of the work of the enterprises within their 
jurisdiction to create conditions for a reduction in the expenditures of time by the 
workers in the solution of personal problems. However, some ministries and depart- 
ments allowed this work to drift. For example, the leaders of the Main Gasification 
Administration believe that there is nothing to improve in their system. However, 

in many cities preventive maintenance of the gas equipment is conducted during 
working time and the residents, awaiting the arrival of the repairman, each lose 
half a day of working time. Much time is spent on instructing when connecting up the 
gas, replacing the gas cylinaers, and so forth. 


[In 1979, the number of workers' statements on the unsatisfactory work of the domestic 
services enterprises which reached the Ministry of Consumer Services 

increased almost 1,5 times in comparison sith 1978 end the number of complaints about 
the style of serv. ing, the work of the laundries, the repair of housing, and the 
manufacture and repair of furniture more than doubled. 


The trade workers are also greatly indebted to the working people. The number of 
complaints reaching the Ministry of Trade is increasing and they are continuing to 
arrive in other organizations. 

















In noting the defecta in the work of enterprises and organizations of the doanestic 
upherc, tt should be uald that numerous suggestions, deaires, and also criticisms 
which reach the corresponding ministries and departments sometimes do not find the 
proper attention and resolution. In some ministries and departments the times for 
considering letters are violated and shallow checks are conducted, not all questions 
raised by the applicants are dealt with in the reports on the results of their con- 
Sideration, the applicants are frequently given formal replies, and they are not 
Signed by the chief's of the ministries and departments. Monitoring the accomplish- 
ment of the decisions adopted in accordance with letters and the guarantees and pro- 
mises given to applicants is accomplished poorly and exhaustive measures are not al- 
ways undertaken on facts wh'ch have found complete or partial confirmation. And 
this is one of the reasons for repeated letters from workers and which compels 

them to turn to higher organs. 


A natural response to the decisions of the party and the government concerning fur- 
ther improvement of working and living conditions, material support, and the medical 
servicing of war-disabled people and participants tn the Great Patriotic War as well as 
of the families of the men who died is the flow of letters which express gratitude 
for the great concern and attention to war veterans and report on the persistent 
work on the search for comrades in arms and on the heroic-patriotic indoctrination 
of the youth. 


Questions concerning war veterans or the families of those who died are discussed 
systematically in the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party, the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, Council of Ministers, and ministries and departments 
of the republic, and specific measures are being implemented to improve their working 
and living conditions and medical and domestic services. 


On the ve of the 35th anniversary of the victory of the Soviet people over fascist 
Germany, a rehabilitation building with 100 places for war-disabled people, connected 
with the Druskininkskiy Municipal Hospital, went into operation and received its first 
patients. A similar building with 110 places is under construction in Kaunas with 
the Second Clinical Hospital. 


Last year alone, about 200 families of war-disabled people, families of those who died, 


and hundreds of war veterans were provided with apartments, War-disabled people 
were allocated 100 "7aporozhets" automobiles and a large number of sanatorium accomo- 


dations free of charge and considerable sums were paid out as grants. A number of 
other measures have been accomplished in improving the working conditions, life, and 
living conditions of war veterans. 


At the same time, to our great chagrin, we must still encounter an inattentive and, 
at times, even a frankly indifferent attitude toward the requests of war-disabled 
people, participants of the Great Patriotic War, and families of the men who died. 


It is the duty of party and soviet organs, trade union and Komsomol organizations. 
and economic managers to create an environment of profound respect toward people 
who, with weapons in hand, defended the freedom and independence of our motherland, 
to have a sensitive and attentive attitude toward their needs and desires, and to 
strive for the maximum satisfaction of their needs and requirements. 
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The Increasing number of complaints on violation of laws when being accepted for 
work, in transfers, dismissal», under work and rest conditions, when being held 
accountable concerning discipline and financially, in keeping work books, and in 
ensuring the working rights of women and youths cannot fail to cause alarn. 


Illegal dismissals of wori.ers and employees are committed most often at enterprises 
and in organizations of the construction and food industries, local industry, domes- 
tic services for the population, and several other departments. 


Here claims should also be made on the trade union organs for the fact that they do 
not protect the labor rights of workers and employees properly. Suffice it to cay 
that last year alone 98 people were dismissed from work illegally with the agreement 
of trade union organizations. This means that in all these cases the trade union 
organizations Joined the cause of zealous administrators and displayed unscrupulous- 
ness. It is believed that these facts should cause serious concern on the part of 
branch committees and the Republic Trade Union Council which should implement effec- 
tive measures to eliminate and prevent violations of labor laws. It is necessary to 
improve the work of the legal inspection of the Republic Trade Union Council. 


In recent years questions of party-wide and state significance are being raised more 

and more often in the workers' letters and suggestions are being put forth on improv- 
ing organizational and political-indoctrinational work and perfecting the management 

mechanism. 


In displaying high conscientiousness and citizenshi,, the workers often pose the fol- 
lowing question pointedly and validly in their statements: why do some leaders of 
enterprises, kolkhozes, and sovkhozes conduct economic work at a low level from 

year to year, permit losses, behave incorrectly in their daily life, and abuse their 
official position? 


The Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party and party committees have 
undertaken and are undertaking measures locally to eradicate examples of this type, 
deal with those guilty of any type of violation with party devotion to principle 
and irreconcilability, strengthen party and state discipline consistently and per- 
sistently, and consider and solve many problems raised in the workers’ letters and 
statements effectively. Thus, as a result of a check of workers’ statements former 
managers of plants for grinders (Vilnius) and fasteners (Kaunas), the specialized 
repair and construction administration of the Ministry of Electrical Equipment Indus- 
try USSR, and managers of the paper mill imeni Yu. Yanonis were held strictly ac- 
countable to the party for eyewash and padding. An eitire number of personnel were 
held administratively and criminally responsible. 


Of course, examples of this type are not typical but are an exception for our per- 
sonnel, the absolute majority of whom are distinguished in life, work, and behavior 
by a high level of moral purity, civic honesty, party spirit, responsibility, and de- 
votion to the cause. But where such disgraceful cases occur, we should and must un- 
dertake the most decisive measures to see that such phenomena receive a fundamental 
party evaluation and that the guilty do not remain unpunished. 


Questions of protecting socialist property should become an object of increased 
attention of party, soviet, and economic organs. The number of complaints for this 
reason i: the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party has increased in 
comparison with last year. 
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[In a letter from personnel of the artificial fiber plant imeni the 50th anniversary 
of October it was pointed out that some personnel, including technical and engineer- 
ing personnel, are misappiropriating articles on the sector of high-volume filaments. 
The facts were basically confirmed in a check. Last year, 103 people from whom pro- 
ducts worth 3,362 rubles were taken were arrested. ‘riminal proceedings were in- 
stituted in 24 cases. Other guilty parties were charged with violations of discip- 
line and held accountable. The Kaunas party gorkom, to which the letter was sent 

for consideration, strictly pointed out to the plant director and the secretary of 
the party committee the necessity to intensify the struggle against misappropriati ous 
and to improve indoctrinational work in the collective. 


The flow of letters to the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party con- 
cerning shortcomings in the medical servicing of the population is growing. 


For example, in her letter to the Central Committee of the Lithuanian Communist Party 
applicant M. Gudavichene writes: "In connection with the fact that I could not be 
received at the Ministry of Public Health of the Lithuanian SSR, I am forced to turn 
to you.” Further, she sets forth in detail how the ministry looked into her com- 
plaint concerning the negligent, indifferent attitude of the first-aid doctors in 
examining her husband. 


The republic's Ministry of Public Health must institute order in the work of the 
installations within its jurisdiction, consider complaints which arrive effectively, 
and adopt effective measures on them. 


A trend has been observed recently toward a reduction in the number of repeated let- 
ters reaching the party's Central Committee. However, in the Kaunasskiy, Birzhayskiy, 
Taurag: kiy, Ionavskiy, and Kel'meskiy party raykoms the percentage of repeated let- 
ters is still high. This should alert the party committees and become the occasion 
for a serious analysis of the reasons for such a large number of repeated let’ers. 


In speaking of repeated letters, it should be noted that among them are encountered 
some whose authors are counting on achieving their end come what may even by evad- 
ing laws, statutes, and rules, hoping, as they say, to starve them out. And often, 
unfortunately, they gain their end. It is believed that in such cases the illegality 
of their demands should be pointed out to such applicants directly and openly. 


And again about a question which deserves attention. We are talking about unsigned 
letters. Seventeen percent of the correspondence which comes to the Central Commit- 
tee of the Lithuanian Communist Party are signals of this type. Many such letters 
also go to party committees. 


We often have the occasion to hear voices to the effect that we should not become 
involved with anonymous letters at all and waste time in vain. We believe that this 
is an erroneous position because one out of two of them is either completely or 
partially confirmed. 


It is not so important to us whether a letter is signed or not. We are interested 
primarily in seeing that there are as few shortcomings, blunders, and omissions as 
possible and we are vitally interested in improving operational, cultural and in-. 
doctrinational work. 
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We are disturbed by the number of complaints concerning the suppression of criticism. 
Party organs must give a basic party evaluation of these facts. 


Obviously, in this connection it will also be correct to tell about various types of 
Slanderere who. veing guided by vile interests, are striving to run down our work and 
discredit cur personnel. Both the force of public influence and the force of law 
should be applied to them. 


The resolution of the workers' complaints and requests is being inhibited neverthe- 
less for the reason that some of our leading organs and personnel forward a large 
number of letters to lower organizations, and frequently to those organizations and 
to those officials whose actions are the subject of the complaints. 


We are not against forwarding letters in general. If the question being put forward 
is within the jurisdiction of a specific organization or a specific leader, then no 
one is required to do their work. But if the question concerns any violations or 
serious omissions, such forwarding is impermissible. In this connection, in our 
view, a considerable improvement in the work of the reception rooms with the 
ispolkoms of the Soviets of People's Deputies and in the Council of Ministers and 
the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the Lithuanian SSR on complaints is required. 


An important place in the activity of party, soviet, trade union, and economic organs 
is occupied by the reception of citizens on personal questions. The CPSU Central 
Committee requires the constant improvement of the organization of workers’ personal 
reception by leaders. The reception of citizens is not a departmental matter, but a 
state, public matter. In order for such an attitude toward a visitor to become a 
rule, constant monitoring of the organization of workers' reception is necessary. 
Such monitoring must be accomplished first of all by party gorkoms and raykoms and 

by ispolkoms of Soviets of People's Deputies, their permanent commissions, and 
deputies. 


There are shortcomings in the organ zation of the reception of visitors in ispolkoms, 
ministries, and departments of the republic. 


For example, until recently a procedure for the reception of citizens by the chair- 
man, his deputies, and chiefs of departments and administrations hai not been estab- 
lished in the Litpotrebsoyuz [Lithuanian Republic Union of Consumers' Societies]. 
The days and hours for reception indicated on the small signs on the office doors of 
the chairman and his deputies were not observed, as a rule, leading to disorganiza- 
tion in this important work. The registering of visitors was begun only this year. 


The reception of citizens is always an important school, in which regard, both for the 
leader and for the people who come to him. The former is enriched by the experience 
and wisdom of the masses, by better knowledge of the state of affairs at the local 
level, and by an understanding of what peuple are thinking of and how they evaluate 
our work. The latter, if the talk is organized properly, learn to approach ques- 
tions in a state manner, from positions of common interests, and become more con- 
scientious and politically mature. And the attitude and thoughts with which the per- 
son leaves the leader depends completely on how interesting the reception was and the 
atmosphere in which it was held. 











we Should organigte the matter everywhere so that each Soviet person can realize the 
constitutional right which hase been secured for him unhindered, freely, with the 
least harm for his immediate work and with minimum expenditures of peruonal time-- 
to introduce to state organs and public organizations suggestions on improving their 
activities and to criticize shortcomings in work. As a result of these suggestions 
and criticiems al) questions which have been raised should be considered attentively 
everywhere and in all cases and solved in accordance with the law. 


The successful accomplishment of all tasks being discussed depends first of all on 
the personnel, on whether they have @ correct understanding of the duties assigned 
to them by the party and the degree of activity and conscientiousness vith which 
they accomplish them in practice, and how attentively and sensitively they relate 
to people, their material and spiritual requirements, and their personal and social 
interects. All this should be the main criterion in evaluating the worker and in 
solving the question of whether or not he should be in a post of leadership. It is 
necessary that the demand of the leader concerning @ scornful attitude toward the 
Opinion, needs, and requirements of the workers be much greater than for all other 
errors on the sector entrusted to hin. 


As is Known, the check of how all party instructions and all legal standards connect- 
ed with the consideration of citizens’ letters and statements are observed is laid on 
the organs of people's control and the procurator'soffice. They have done much re- 
cently. During the last three years alone, the republic and rayon committees of 
people's control checked the status of this work in 1,586 republic and local in- 
stitutions, organizations, and production collectives. 


Many checks have also been accomplished along the lines of the procurator's office. 
But for the future, we need not only and not so much quantitative indices as higher 
quality and effectiveness of state supervision and control on this sector. 


To eliminate the reasons which engender complaints and unnecessary correspondence, 

it is necessary to introduce even more widely legal propaganda in explaining labor 
leticlation to the public and to implement stricter monitoring and supervision of 

the observance of labor iegisiation. 


Work with workers’ letters is one of the important sectors in the activity of the 
means of masse information and propaganda. Each year our republic's newspapers, 
journals, television, and radios receive about 150,000 letters. Our press, radio, 
and television must come forth more with generalizing materials which disclose the 
favorable experience in work with workers’ letters and oral appeals in party and 
soviet organs. In this connection, approval is deserved by the editors’ conduct of 
days of open letters, featuring the heading, “They Write Us,” and so forth. 


The effectiveness of the efforts of the mass median dependsto a great extent on the 
timely reaction and support of their efforts in party, soviet, and economic organs 
of the republic. Unfortunately, some leaders ignore the presentations of the press, 
radio, and television, and party and soviet organs and really the editorial boards 
themselves put up with this. The party committees must support well-grounded criti- 
cism in the press resolutely and effectively and eradicate bureaucratism and red 
tape in the consideration of readers’ letters. 
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There is no doubt that discussion of this question at the plenum of the Lithuanian 
Communist Party's Central Committee will contribute to the further mobilization of 
the communists and of all of the republic's workers for the successful completion 
of the Tenth Pive-Year Plan and active preparations for the 26th CPSU Congress. The 
republic's party organizations will improve the style and methods of organizational- 
political work even further, will strengthen the ties with the masses, and will ac- 
complish the tasks of communist construction assigned by the party resolutely and 
steadily.

The students stress that their familiarization with Tajikistan agriculture has 
made a big impression on them. All three are very familiar with heavy peasant 
labor. For example, Makhmad Sakhi's father has 10 children and but a small plot 
of land with which to feed them. 


"In Soviet Tajikistan, I saw enormous cultivated fields and countless canals with 
precious water flowing in them,” stressed Makhmad. “I liked the fact that machines 
are in use everywhere, making people's work easier. In our homeland, much is being 
done to improve the living conditions of the peasants." 


The fraternal Soviet Union is rendering us great assistance in this. We are sin- 
cerely glad that Soviet-Afghan talks in Moscow will strengthen this friendship even 
more and will facilitate the expansion of economic, scientific and cultural ties 
between our two countries. 


This year, assistance to fraternal Afghanistan in training specialists has increased 
significantly. Twice as many Afghan students are now studying in Tajikistan insti- 
tutions of higher education than were last year. Afghan young people are mastering 
occupations the young republic needs very auch, having embarked on a path of pro- 
gressive socioeconomic transformations. Afghan young men and women are receiving 
degrees as economists, construction workers, road builders, physicians and teachers.

"SERIOUS SHORTCOMINGS' IN WORK OF KAZAKHSKIY RAYKOM 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 30 Sep 80 p 2 
(Umattributed article: "In the CC CP of Azerbaijan") 


[Text] The CC CP of Azerbaijan discussed the question of the work 
of the party's Kuzakhekiy Raykom to implement the CC CP of Azerbai- 
jan Decree dated 23 December 1978, entitled "On Serious Short- 
comings in the Work of the Party's Kazakhekiy Raykom and ite First 
Secretary, Comrade I. L. Abbasov." 


The decree adopted noted that the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree dated 23 vecember 1978, 
entitled "On Serious Shortcomings in the Work of the Party's Kazakhskiy Raykom and 
its First Secretary, Comrade I. L. Abbasov," had the full support and unanimous 
approval of party members and broad toiling masses of Kazakhskiy Rayon. Its dis- 
cussion at a plenary session of the party raykom and at party meetings took place in 
an atmosphere of sharp criticism and self-criticism of the existing shortcomings and 
of instances of improper conduct by officials. At the same time, many critical 
remarks and practical proposals were made, aimed at improving the work of fulfilling 
production plans, raising the level of organizational and ideological-political work, 
and strengthening party and state discipline. 


The Kazakhskiy Raykom of the CP of Azerbaijan and primary party organizations per- 
formed certain work to carry out measures envisaged in the CC CP of Azerbaijan 
decree datea 23 December 1978 in the area of reinforcing management of the work of 
economic entities and increasing the vanguard role of party members in production and 
in public life, and in the proper placement of their resources in decisive sectors of 
production. Of the 5,656 party members in the rayon party organization, 88.7 percent 
are employed in the national economy, including 76.2 percent immediately in the 
sphere of physical production. All this contributed to an improvement in certain of 
the rayon's economic indicators. 


At the same time a check showed that the party's Kazakhskiy Raykom did not ensure 
the proper level of organizational work in the prompt and complete fulfillment of 
measures set forth in the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree, particularly in the matter of 
normalizing and strengthening the make-up of management cadres. The party raykom 
bureau and its first secretary, Comrade A. Sh. Kuliyev, showed lack of principle in 
examining the question of official and party responsibility of a number of workers 
whose abuses and undignified actions were noted in the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree. 
The greater part of them simply were transferred to other work without receiving a 
strict appraisal or suffering any party punishment. 
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The actions of Party Kaykom First Secretary Comrade Kuliyev in personnel matters 
are completely intolerable. The CC CP of Azerbaijan decree no'ed that raypo 

[Rayon Consumers’ Society) Chairman P. Shamilov and M. Gasanov, director of the 
rayon zagotkontora [procurement office] of Agerittifak, were abusing their official 
positions and violating legality in handling personal affairs. Thanks to Comrade 
Kuliyev's protection, however, the question of their responsibility was not examined 
in the raykom and they continued to remain at their positions. Moreover, Comrade 
Kuliyev presented a written petition to the Central Committee department on keeping 
P. Shamilov on the job in view of an absence of candidates for his replacement, 
while M. Gasanov was written up for an award presentation. Moreover, in 1980 both 
of them were elected deputies: Shamilov to the Kazakhskiy Rayon Soviet of People's 
Deputies, and Gasanov to the Akstafinsk City Soviet. 


The question of these persons was examined by the party raykom more than 1$ years 
later, in connection with a discussion by the Central Committee secretariat of 
progress in fulfilling the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree on Kazakhskiy Rayon. 


Comrade Kuliyev's attention was directed repeatedly to the need for taking effec- 
tive steps to implement the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree, but he drew no practical 
conclusions and continued to maintain his unprincipled position. 


There continue to be substantial shortcomings in the arrangement of party- 
organizational and political-indoctrination work. The level of work of many pri- 
mary party organizations does not meet modern demands. Party meetings are prepared 
poorly in primary party organizations of the Sovkhoz imeni Azizbekov, the Sovkhoz 
imeni Dzhaparidze, and the Sovkhoz imeni 20th Party Congress. They are held with 
poor activeness on the part of party members, which does not contribute to mobil- 
izing the efforts of party members and labor collectives to fulfill plans and 
socialist pledges or to the struggle against infractions of party and state dis- 
cipline and public order, and against misappropriations of socialist property and 
other negative phenomena. 





The level of political indoctrination work is low in primary party organizations 
of the Iskra and Leningrad sovkhozes, the Sovkhoz imeni Vidadi and certain others. 
Proper attention is not given to the party members’ ideological-political training. 


The party raykom is not directing the work of primary party organizations to the 
proper extent in increasing party ranks. A number of them essentially are not con- 
ducting work with the nonparty aktiv, a reserve of persons for entry into the CPSU 
ranks is not being prepared, and there is poor growth through workers of the lead- 
ing trades. 


The party raykom is uncritical in assessing the state of affairs in rayon agricul- 
ture and reconciles itself to the fact that some economies have a low yield and 
high production cost of agricultural products. There are serious shortcomings in 
the development of animal husbandry. 


The party raykom and rayispolkom insufficiently monitor and direct the work of 
administrative entities. There is an increase in the number of crimes, the work of 
exposing them is poorly organized and no steps are being taken concerning persons 
who are not engaged in socially useful labor. 
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The CC CP of Azerbaijan pointed out to the party bureau of Kagakhakiy Raykom the 
unsatisfactory work of fulfiiling the decree of the Bureau of the CC CP of Ager- 
baijan dated 23 December 1978, entitled "On Serious Shortcomings in the Work of 
the Party's Kazgakhekiy Raykom and ite Firet Secretary, Comrade I, L. Abbasov." 


A reprimand was given to Comrade A, Sh. Kuliyev, first secretary of the party's 
Kazakhekiy Raykom, for not ensuring fulfillment of the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree, 
for lack of principle displayed in personnel matters, and for giving protection 
to unworthy workers. 


lt was demanded that the bureau of the Kazakhskiy Raykom of the CP of Azerbaijan 
and Firet Secretary Comrade A. Sh. Kuliyev personally remedy the shortcomings 
noted in the present decree and see to the unconditional fulfiliment of all steps 
covered in the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree dated 23 December 1978. 


Ensure the steadfast observance of party principles in the selection, placement 
and indoctrination of personnel, display principle in evaluating their work and 
strengthen all sectors of party and economic activities with politically mature 
and capable workers. Heighten exactingness on managers of all ranke, constantly 
indoctrinate them in a spirit of honesty and party principle, and of high respon- 
sibility for the assigned job, ana develop criticism and self-criticism more 
widely. Devote more attention to setting up an effective reserve of personnel. 


On the basis of practical implementation of the CPSU CC Decree "On Improving the 
Work of Protecting Law and Order and Reinforcing the Struggle Against Infractions 
of the Law,” the party taykom must reinforce preventive work in labor collectives 
and at places of residence, and raise the level of ideological-political, labor 
and moral indoctrination of the populace, particularly young people. It must 
place high demands on workers of law-protection agencies, activate their work in 
further strengthening socialist legality and public order and in the fight against 
crime, and ensure complete disclosure of all crimes. Law-protection agencies must 
rely more on the public in their work, be more attentive to and react promptly to 
signals from workers. 


It was noted that the organizational-party work department of the CC CP of Azerbai- 
jan (Comrade I. N. Askerov) did not provide proper supervision over implementation 
of the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree on Kazakhskiy Rayon, nor did it promptly inform 
the Central Committee on the lack of principle displayed by the party raykom in 
resolving personnel matters. 


Comrade M. A. Nazarov, chief of the department of trade and of planning and finan- 
cial entities of the CC CP of Azerbaijan, was mentioned for not taking sufficient 
steps to implement the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree with respect to workers of the 
Kazakhskiy Raypo. 


Comrade Ch. K. Gasanov, chairman of the board of Azerittifak, was strictly cau- 
tioned for not implementing the CC CP of Azerbaijan decree for strengthening manage- 
ment of the Kazakhskiy Raypo and the rayzagotkontora, and for protecting unworthy 
workers. 


The party obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms must examine the status of supervision and 
check of execution at bureau sessions, ensure steadfast fulfillment of instructions 
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ot the November 1979 CPSU Central Committee Plenum on the need for reinforcing and 
stiffening supervision, and increase the sense of responsibility of cadres for 
practical implementation of party and government directives and fulfillment of 
state plans, socialist pledges and decisions. They must increase the level of 
supervision and view it as an important component part of the daily organizational 
work of any echelon of the party apparatus. 


lt was demanded that the departments of the CC CP of Azerbaijan considerably 
improve the organization of supervision and check of execution both in the Central 
Committee apparatus and in local party committees, and see that measures prescribed 
in decisions are carried out not in a formal manner, but in substance. Supervision 
and the check of actual implementation is to be done systematically, forms of 
supervision are to be improved constantly and its effectiveness increased. 


Central Committee departments are to report to the CC CP of Azerbaijan at pre- 


scribed times on results of the work done to implement the decisions made, and to 
intorm in writing when realization of these measures is delayed.

MEETING DEMAND FOR MEAT IN KAZAKHSTAN

What the Personal Subsidiary Plots Provide!) 


[Text] A great deal is being done in Tselinogradskaya Oblast to create good 
conditions for the development of the workers' personal subsidiary plots. Grain 
byproducts and crude feed are allocated and pastures and hayfields are assigned 
the sovkhoz and kolkhoz workers to provide them with sufficient livestock feed. 
Those who have been most successful in delivering animal husbandry products are 
sold out of turn motor vehicles, motorcycles and other items in great demand. 


Because of the steps which have been taken the total herd of cattle on personal 
plots has increased by 15,800 head in the oblast over the past four years, and 
the number of hogs has increased by 26,300 head. In the most remote rayon, 
Balkashinskiy, for example, the population maintains 16,600 head of cattle. This 
is twice the number owned at the beginning of the five-year plan. The rural 
residents sell a considerable portion of their excess meat to the state. A total 
of 9,700 quintals was procured there in 1979, for example, compared with a plan 
figure of 7,200. The workers of Atbasarskiy Rayon sold the cooperatives just as 
much. 


All of the operations are equally important--the delivery, the preservation and 
processing of the products and, finally, the sale of those products. In the final 
analysis, after all, the consumer judges the quality and the quantity of farm 
products by that which he sees and is able to purchase in the retail trade system. 


Meat is sold at more than 30 stores in Tselinograd. Meat, scarce in some places, 
is always available there--in winter or summer, at the beginning or the end of 

the month. We would point out, however, the fact that state stocks for this city 
with a population of a quarter of a million people have not increased during the 


past two years. 


It all began when the party obkom set the task of activating all reserves in order 
to increase the quantity of animal husbandry products and provide the residents of 
all the oblast cities with a continuous supply. A preliminary analysis showed 
that the rural residents had a great many cattle, hogs and poultry for their 
personal use. It was not such a simple matter, however, for a resident of a 
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remote village to sell the excess output from his personal plot. The entire 
procurement system had (to be improved. 


In the past, the cooperative workers would fulfill their plan and not worry about 
anything beyond that, even when people came to them with offers. Last year the 
rayon unions of consumers' societies were issued larger assignments. They were 
required to procure 3,000 tons of meat for the urban residents over and above the 
plan. This was a considerable amount of meat. The oblispolkom workers were 
naturally aware that without effective local assistance the assignment was not 
likely to be met. 


The workers in every rural soviet set about the task without delay. They filled 
out the required papers and organized a smoothly functioning veterinary service. 
Specially equipped trucks were sent to the villages on days designated in advance. 


I, Shendrik, chairman of the Tselinogradskaya Oblast Ispolkom, was charged with 
monitoring the fulfillment of the procurement plan. He received daily reports 
from the sites, every disruption in the work was thoroughly analyzed, and most 
importantly, the procurement agents were promptly provided with transport means 
whenever they were needed. Most of the rayons are now shipping livestock without 
disruption to the oblast center. 





Since the processing base of the oblast union of consumers’ societies is still 
inadequate, all the procured livestock go to the state meat-processing combine, 
with which the cooperative workers have concluded a mutually advantageous agree- 
ment. Immediately after the animals are butchered and dressed the cooperative 
trade organization takes over the meat. Since the rural residents sell their 
surplus mainly in the fall, a place had to be found for storing the meat. Once 
again the meat-processing combine to the rescue: It assigned room for 500 tons of 
meat in its cooler for the cooperative workers. 


A decision also had to be made as to where the meat was to be sold, and by whom. 
The cooperative trade organization in Tselinograd has only three of its own 

stores. If even five sales personnel were added there, there would still be lines 
of customers. They turned for assistance to the state retail system. The system's 
workers understood the problem of the cooperative workers and helped them out. 
Stores were selected in such a way that it was equally convenient for the residents 
of any street or micro rayon in the city to purchase meat. 


In addition, since the beginning of the year advance orders for meat have been 
taken at the "Kazakhsel'mash" plant. When she begins her shift a worker places 
her order for the amount of meat she needs and then picks it up after work. This 
sytem has also been set up at four other enterprises in Tselinograd. The 
cooperative trade organization pays for all the state trade services at a rate of 
5 percent of the amount received for the products sold. There is continuous 
monitoring of the sale of the consigned meat. The soviet offices receive daily 
reports on each trade site. 
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"We believe," we are told by N. Morozov, first secretary of the Tselinogradskaya 
Oblast Committee of the Kazakhstan Communist Party, "that the problem of providing 
the urban residents with meat has been solved to a certain degree. While during 
the first six months of 1979 the oblast union of consumers’ societies sold 

750 tons of this valuable product, more than 964 tons was sold during the same 
period of this year. We are now talking about improving the caliber of trade and 
expanding the assortment of meat products. Special attention is being given to 
providing the population with feed for livestock and with young animals for 
fattening. Around 30,000 pigs and almost 1 million fryers have already been sold 
off the plots this year." 


When we study the possibilities of neighboring oblasts we arrive at the conclusion 
that meat sales could be set up in a similar manner everywhere. This is confirmed 
by the following fact alone. Since the beginning of this five-year plan the 
number of cattle at the personal use of the population has increased by 116,000 
head in the five oblasts of Northern Kazakhstan, the number of hogs has increased 
by 130,000 and the number of sheep and goats by 45,000 head. An especially sharp 
increase occurred following passage of the well-known decree by the party and the 
government on the development of personal subsidiary plots. This means that we 
should prepare ourselves to deal with even greater surpluses. In Kustanayskaya 
Oblast, however, the rural residents sell most of their meat at the market. The 
cooperative trade workers of Kokchetavskaya Oblast have also not thoroughly 
organized the procurement of meat from the population. Those in Turgayskaya 
Oblast have even great possibilities. The total number of hogs, for example, is 
the same there as in Tselinogradskaya Oblast, although the population is only 
one-third as large. The oblast center, the city of Arkalyk, has the large 
"Kooperatur" store. We visited it and found the shelves empty. 


The decree passed by the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers 
on personal subsidiary plots indicates their importance in the development of 

the nation's entire food system. The cooperative workers of Tselinogradskaya 
Oblast are acting in accordance with the demands of life. This has helped to 
solve the important problem of providing the urban residents with meat. I believe 
that this valuable experiment should be repeated in neighboring oblasts.

Despite difficulties caused by 
unstable weather, leading rayons, kolkhozes and sovkhozes are not reducing tempos 
even at the finish of the "white harvest.” They are making effective use of equip- 
ment and human resources, setting all reserves in action and attempting to gather the 
highest harvest. 


Meetings of the party, soviet and economic aktiv of cotton planting rayons of the 
republic were held in Barda and Sabirabad on 2 and 3 October by the CC CP of Azerbai- 
jan, devoted to tasks of successful completion of gathering the entire cotton harvest 
in compressed periods of time, without losses and with high quality, and stepping up 
tempos of winter planting and fodder procurement. Participating in the meetings were

SSR Minister of Agriculture M. G. Askerov. They reported on steps for speeding 
up agricultural work and completing the entire cotton harvest in the next few 
days, and they informed o. new socialist pledges. 


G. A. Aliyev, candidate member of the CPSU CC Politburo, first secretary of the CC 
CP of Azerbaijan, spoke at the meetings. 


He said that the republic's toilers of the fields and farms are working with special 
enthusiasm this year and have achieved great success in the production and procure- 
ment of all kinds of agricultural products. This attests to the fact that Azerbai- 
jan's workers are consistently implementing decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress and 
of subsequent Party Central Committee plenums. Our achievements are the practical 
embodiment of tasks set by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev in his speeches in Alma-Ata.

The main element that ensured success 
was the high tempos of harvesting. In just 20 days the republic fulfilled the

the timely conduct of sowing and we place only high-quality seeds into the ground. 
All subsequent agrotechnical measures are conducted at a high level and successes 
in the fight against agricultural peste and cotton diseases can be called espe- 
cially tangible. Increasingly rich yields accumulate in the fields from year to 
year. it was as 4 result of all these measures that even despite the caprices of 
nature we managed to grow and gather a remarkable harvest in a minimum period of 
time this year. Ali this inspires the republic's cotton growers for new achieve- 
ments and vividly demonstrates once again the great importance of cotton growing 
for the republic's economy and for the further development of its agriculture. 


in short, comrades, during the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan we have advanced 
far torward in the field of development of cotton growing.

in tnese days, continued G. A. Aliyev, falls the tenth anniversary of Comrade L. 
l. Brezhnev's first trip to Azerbaijan. On 2 October 1970 Leonid Lil'ich spoke at 
a ceremony dedicated to the 50th Anniversary of the Azerbaijan SSR and the CP of 
Azerbaijan, giving a major, vivid speech which became a fighting program of action 
of the party organization and all the republic's workers. Speaking of the great

They 
are our response to the enormous trust given the party organization and al) the 
Azerbaijan people by the party and government and by Leonid Ll'ich Brezhnev per- 
sonally. We are rightfully proud of these remarkable achievements, which inspire 
the republic's workers to new victories, give them new strength and confidence, 
and at the same time obligate them to work even better and more productively. 


We therefore must not be content with wha* has been achieved, We must use the 
experience gained and continue to improve our work in all sectors in every possible 
way so a6 to wage an even broader offensive to conquer new heights. The republic's 
party, soviet, trade union, Komsomol and economic entities must evaluate their 

work critically, seek to increase its effectiveness and quality, identify and 
resolutely remedy shortcomings, and ensure a steady rise in the rates of develop- 
ment of Azerbaijan's economy. 


Speaking at ceremonics in Alma-Ata, Comrade Brezhnev advanced the contemporary 
harvesting and procuring of agricultural products as one of the chief tasks in 
the given stage. Our duty lies in the unconditional implementation of these impor- 
tant inetructions and in ensuring an exemplary conclusion to the agricultural year. 


Many comrades who spoke here, said Comrade Aliyev, declared the resolve to fulfill 
socialist pledges successfully and they made new ones which also, in their words, 
are not the maximum goal; there are opportunities to struggle for even higher 
indicators. The fact that there still is much cotton in the fields attests to 
their reality. This ie why we deemed it necessary to hold aktiv meetings which, 

it would appear, will play a mobilizing role in successful completion of the “white 
harvest." 


The volumes of daily harvest and turnover of the raw product to the state dropped 
in the republic in recent days, which causes a certain uneasiness. It is under- 
standable that the torrential rains which disrupted harvest schedules played more 
than a small part in this. But then the situation corrected itself somewhat and 
now we again see a trend toward a drop in tempos. 


We concluded that this is explained primarily by a let-up in work on the cotton 
plantations. In our view, a feeling of self-complacency appeared in some comrades. 
They apparently believe that if plans have been fulfilled and high results achieved, 
then they can allow themselves a breather. Such feelings should be uprooted. We 
must bend all efforts to remove all the remaining cotton from the fields down to 

the last boll. 


According to forecasts, a cooling and torrential rains are expected everywhere 
in October. For this reason the task is to step up work tempos to the maximum 
now on the cotton plantations. We would like the directors of party and soviet 
entities, rayons and economies participating in these meetings to gain a sense of 
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the concern of the CC CP of Agerbaijan in connection with a reduction in active= 
ness in the concluding phase of the cotton harvest and to take all necessary steps 
to reinforce the work. 


And here we should make wide use of the experience of our foremost personnel, 

For example, that of Agdashekiy Rayon, where things have gone well from the very 
beginning of the harvest, which is being conducted at high tempos. it is no 
accident that the rayon's toilere were first in the republic to fulfill their 
socialist pledges, having promised to procure another 3,000 tons of the raw 
product. The experience of Agdashskiy Rayon also is instructive in the fact that 
for many years there was an attempt to prove the presence here of unfavorable 
conditions for cultivating cotton. Those in the republic's agricultural entities 
also were in agreement with this opinion of the previous heads of the rayon. Now 
the situation has changed radically. This means it is not a matter of conditions, 
but of proper organization of the work, 


Or take Bardinskiy Rayon. The cotton growers and the party organization of this 
rayon played an important role in the intensive development of cotton growing in 
the republic in recent years. Their patriotiem and resolve to increase in every 
way possible production of the raw product and always be ahead in competition, 
and their imaginative, self-starting work is an inspiration to all Azerbaijan's 
cotton growers. A vivid illustration of this is today's successes of the 
Bardinskiy Rayon personnel, who already are attempting in this season to achieve 
the level planned for 1985 and to turn over to the state more than 100,000 tons 
of cotton. Bardinskiy Rayon began the cotton harvest later than others, but then 
it made up for lost time and now is near the fulfillment of the high socialist 
pledges. More than 87,000 tons of the raw product already have been sent to pro- 
curement points. 


The Bardinskiy people were able to pass their primary rivals in competition trom 
Sabirabadskiy and Zhdanovekiy rayons, who also are some of the major producers 
of cotton in the republic, thanks to a significant increase in tempos and an 
improvement in labor organization. The toilers of Barda are not reducing the 
intensity of the harvest and even in recent days have been turning over cotton 
in an amount equalling 3-4 percent of the plan. But their rivals cannot boast 
of such results. That means not all the leaders here have been imbued with a 
teeling of high responsibility for their assigned sector. 


The organization of work in Yevilakhskiy Rayon, where we visited six economies 
during these days, troubles us a great deal. The attention of Comrade Tagiyev, 
first secretary of the party gorkom, was repeatedly directed to the slow progress 
of the cotton harvest and the need to increase the labor discipline of the kolkhoz 
members. Vespite assurances, the situation did not improve. 1 admit that we 

did not expect to see that situation which had taken shape in the rayon's fiel'ts. 
For example, 4 majority of the pickers were not in the fields of Sovkhoz No 6 at 
the beginning of nine o'clock in the morning. The picture also was no better in 
a number of other economies, where chairmen and brigade leaders were absent and 
the cotton harvest was conducted unsatisfactorily. We spoke seriously about ali 
this at a conference of the rayon aktiv. 
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On the following day | was told that matters were changing for the better in 
Yeviakhekiy Rayon, The question arises ae to why the rayon's leaders did not 
display responsibility tor the fate of the harvest and our intervention was 
required for an improvement in the situation. There is still much cotton in the 
fielde and Yevlakhekiy Ray n can pick at least 30,000 tone of the raw product. 
The heads of a number of other rayons and economies where there are great short=- 
comings in the organization of the harvest and procurement of tin raw product 
aleo should draw proper conclusions from thie serious criticiem of Yevlakhekiy 
Rayon. The present picking tempos of the harvest in Kasum-lemailovekiy, Fizulin- 
ekiy, Mir-Bashirekiy, Geokchayskiy and Pushkinekiy rayons cannot be satisfactory. 
Il wish to say once more that we have grown an unprecedented yield this year and 
delay of the harvest may lead to losses. 





The primary task of party and soviet entities of cotton growing rayons in this 
stage thus consists of stepping up organizational and political work, strengthening 
discipline at all levels, and increasing exactingness on the heads of economies, 
brigade leadere and all cotton growers. All forces and means and the entire able- 
bodied population of the cotton growing rayons must be mobilized to gather the 
harvest. 


We learned that a portion of the cotton growers and rural toilers in some rayons 
and economies kept from picking the cotton and this is being done primarily by 
pupils, students and others brought in from outside. This is inadmissible. The 
heads of rayons and economies are obligated to mobilize above all their own human 
resources for gathering the harvest and ensure their highly productive work. 


There is also information that those mobilized for taking in the harvest from 
Lerikekiy, Yardymlinskiy, Astarinskiy, Uzhebrail'skiy, Masallinskiy, Zangelanskiy, 
Kubatlinskiy, Kel'badzherskiy and Lenkoranskiy rayons left the cotton rayons with- 
out authorization. A cercain portion of students from universities and tekhnikums 
and the pupils of vocational-technical schools also interrupted work in the fields. 
These deficiencies must be remedied immediately. The heads of rayons, universities 
and tekhnikums present at this meeting are obligated to take necessary steps to 
return to their places everyone assigned for assisting in picking cotton and ensure 
their highly productive work. 


The heads of cotton rayons, kolkhozes and sovkhozes must have a cotton harvest 
schedule for the upcoming period, based on the need for a sharp increase in picking 
tempos. 


Comrade Aliyev named among the important factors for high tempos in the "white 
harvest” the highly effective use of harvest equipment. Having picked 230,000 
tons of cotton using machines, we successfully fulfilled the plan for this indi- 
cator. But the task is to unload from the hoppers of the blue combines at least 
270,000 tons of the raw product. There is every opportunity for this, which we 
become convinoed of in the fields, where the bolls are just barely opening in 
large tracts. Consequently mechanical picking must be organized immediately on 
these plantations. 


The fact that machines are being used irrationally in a number of places cannot 
help but cause regret. In some rayons the average production per unit is 
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120-135 tons of cotton, while in others it does not exceed 30-35 tone, Highly 
productive operation of each machine must be given very careful attention, 


Proper use of the work day by machine operators remains a problem of no small 
importance, Picking of the harvest can and must be conducted from early morning 
until sunset. Bardinskiy and Agdamskiy rayons have good experience in using cot- 
ton pickers in the evening and nighttime. This experience should be disseminated 
in other rayons as well. 


Special concern must be shown for the people brought in to harvest cotton, espe- 
cially the students. All necessary conditions should be created for their normal 
labor and good rest. Azerittifak and public nourishment enterprises are obligated 
to treat this problem seriously. Students must be provided with low-cost, high- 
calorie food. The Ministry of Public Health has been given instructions on send- 
ing additional medical teams from Baku to cotton planting rayons for further 
improvement in medical services to cotton pickers. 


lt is important to make wide use of moral and material incentives for the work 

of people engaged in the harvest and increase payment for the labor of pickers 

and machine operators as was done in Bardinskiy, Imishlinskiy and certain other 
rayons. Socialist competition must be developed even broader and its results 
summarized daily. The republic and local press, radio and television are called 
upon to tell graphically and thoroughly about results of labor competition. There 
must be a continuous generalization and dissemination of the experience of leaders 
and of the best collectives. 


Transportation of the harvest and the rational use of transport facilities is one 
of the most important problems which should be given special attention. Accord- 
ing to available data, workers of a number of transport organizations of Baku, 
Kirovabad and Sumgait who arrived to assist toilers of cotton planting rayons left 
work without permission and returned home. All such instances must be identified. 
The violators and heads of these transport organizations must be held strictly 
liable. All machines must be returned and their effective use achieved. The work 
of cotton procurement points and ginneries requires intensification for a further 
increase in tempos of harvesting the raw product. Rayon party organizations must 
carry out measures in this direction and take the work of cotton procurement points 
and processing enterprises in precise reception and objective determination of 
humidity and weediness of the raw product under their strict supervision. Fire 
prevention measures at cotton gins and procurement points must be reinforced 
everywhere and complete safekeeping of the procured cotton assured. 


Organization of the struggle against its losses everywhere is an important reserve 
in achieving a record harvest. After the past rains the cotton pickers operate 
less productively, with much raw cotton remaining on the bushes and on the ground 
after them. Therefore mechanized pick-upsmust be used in all sectors where a 
machine has passed and, if necessary, the fallen cotton should be gathered by hand. 
The team of Fat'ma Guseynova from the Kolkhoz imeni V. I, Lenin of Sabirabadskiy 
Rayon can serve as an example in the fight againet losses. In one pass here the 
machines gathered 44 quintals of cotton from each hectare. There still are many 
opened bolls on the bushes, but there is no cotton on the ground thanks to prompt 
use of the pick-ups. 
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lt is disappointing to see snow-white bits of cotton along the shoulders of the 
roads. It is apparent that the loading and transporting of the harvest still is 
not being organized correctly everywhere, The heads of all economies are required 
to take additional steps to reduce losses to a minimum. In the near future cotton 
growers will require box-.otton harvesters and other specialized equipment, which 
should be placed in full readiness. 


In short, in our opinion the harvest of raw cotton should be completed everywhere 
no later than 15-20 October, since a delay in time periods of the harvest will 
lead to great losses. After this time we must begin plowing the cotton fields. 
Equipment must be prepared promptly for plowing for winter fallow, and particu- 
larly the double-stage plows. Other sachinery must be repaired in short periods 
of time so as to begin the preparation of fields for next year's harvest immedi- 
ately after completion of harvest work in the cotton fields. 


Comrade Aliyev further dwelled in detail on problems which faced the republic's 
cotton growers in ensuring a successful sowing of winter crops. Even today, he 
said, we are laying a foundation for next year's harvest. This is why we are 
troubled by Lhe shortcomings existing in the sowing. In a number of rayons the 
seed stock is of poor quality and has not been brought up to condition. Some 
economies have not been provided with sufficient seed and the planting is being 
done with unsatisfactory quality. The required amount of fertilizers still has 
not been introduced in some plowed sectors. 


Every rayon, kolkhoz and sovkhoz is obligated to have a schedule for beginning 

and ending the planting of winter grain crops, drawn up in conformity with soil 

and climatic conditions and the varietal features of the grain being used. 

Sowing times must be shortened to the maximum and differentiated based on varieties 
being sown. We assigned the task to bring the yield of grain crops up to 26-27 
quintals in each hectare next year. This ie a realistic goal and its successful 
attainment depends largely on the quality of work done during sowing. 


There should be concern shown everywhere for preparing cattle for wintering and 
procuring a sufficient reserve of fodder. But an identical situation has not 
taken shape in all rayons. Much work has been done in some and procurement plans 
for all kinds of fodders have been overfulfilled or are being fulfilled success- 
fully. The wintering of cattle here unquestionably will occur under normal con- 
ditions. Unfortunately, plans in other rayons are being disrupted, even for the 
procurement of straw. There must be a considerable step-up in tempos of the work 
on the fodder fields to ensure 21 quintals of fodder units for each conditional 
head of cattle and considerably better the quotas for production of all kinds of 
fodders. Special attention must be directed to procurement of silage, food roots 
and grass meal. 


There are major tasks in other sectors of agricultural production as well. They 
are very tamiliar to you. We must arrange our work so that the republic arrives 
at the 26th CPSU Congress and the 30th Congress of the CP of Azerbaijan with new 
labor achievements. 


We achieved good success in fulfilling plans of the 10th Five-Year Plan for produc- 
tion of industrial and agricultural products, for which we received the party and 
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government's high praise. The Azerbaijan SSR was awarded a third Order of Lenin, 
Three thousand of the best people in the republic were awarded orders and medals 
of the USSR for enormous success during the key watch of the five-year plan. Tens 
of foremost people were awarded the high titles of Hero of Socialist Labor. This 
is a new, vivid manifestation of the party's concern for Azerbaijan and a high 
evaluation of its toilers' achievements.
